A new section creates the Joint Committee on Terrorism
Bioterrorism and Honel and Security to be conposed of seven
nmenbers of the House and seven nenbers of the Senate
Appointrments will continue during the nmenber's termof office.
No party may be represented by nore than four nmenbers fromeither
chanber. The Conmittee nust analyze current efforts, devise a
standard reporting system determ ne changes needed, and nake
ot her recomendations. The Commttee nmust neet within thirty
days after its creation and nust neet at |east quarterly
thereafter. A report is due by January 15th of each year. This
portion of the act will expire Decenber 31, 2007 and is identica
to SB 983 (Section 38.050). New definitions are provided for
terrorismrelated terms (Section 44.010).

Current |law authorizes the State Energency Managenent Agency
(SEMA) to activate in the event of an earthquake or other natura
di saster. This act allows SEMA to activate volunteers in the
event of any disaster (Section 44.023).

Current law allows a twelve-nonth tenporary license for a
health care practitioner licensed in another state who is acting



under military orders and is enrolled in a trauna and di saster
response training in this state. This act adds a second category
to also allow tenporary licensure of a health care practitioner
licensed in another state and acting pursuant to a Governor's
declaration of a state public health energency. Tenporary
licensure for this category will be issued for a two-week period
and, after verification of qualifications, may be reissued every
two weeks. Licensure information for all three categories may be
obt ai ned by any neans, including electronic nail. The term
"health care professional" is as defined in 383.130, which

i ncl udes physicians, dentists, podiatrists, pharnacists,
psychol ogi sts, or nurses. This portion of the act is identica

to TAT/SB 714 (Section 190.500).

A new section allows the Departnent to waive the
registration and record keeping requirenents regardi ng narcotic
drugs during a declared energency (Section 195.041). A new
section defines "hazardous material s" and prohibits the
transportation of such materials in, through, or within 300 feet
of any highway tunnel in the state. Violators will be guilty of
a O ass B nisdeneanor for first offenses and a Cass A
m sdenmeanor for subsequent offenses (Section 304.370).

Current law allows the Mssouri State Water Patrol to
uniformy nark state waters. This act authorizes the Patrol
with the consent of the Director of Public Safety, to close
wat ers due to any actual or inmnent nan-made or natura
di saster. This act does not authorize the Patrol to close down a
dam but the Patrol nay close waters near the dam due to any
actual or inmnent nman-nmade or natural disaster (Section
306. 124) .

Currently, commercial notor vehicle operators who are
transporting hazardous materials nust foll ow hazardous materials
regul ations or suffer licensure suspension. This act inposes a
Class A m sdeneanor on violators (Section 307.177). The Attorney
Ceneral may currently bring an action for the violation of
ner chandi sing practices law. This act expands the law to all ow
the Attorney Ceneral to bring an action if charitable
organi zations viol ate such practices (Section 407.472).

Current |law allows probate to begin early in situations
i nvol ving estates of absent persons. This act adds an
i ndividual's exposure to a specific peril of death due to a
terrorist event to the list of circunstances during which probate
may begin (Section 473.697). Current law allows a presunption of
death after five years and without proof otherwise. This act
provides that it will be sufficient to presune a person dead at
any tinme after that person was exposed to a specific peril of



death, even if five years have not yet el apsed (Section 490.620).

Current wiretapping law is repeal ed and reenacted with
expanded authority to allow wiretapping for felony crinmes and
terrorist threats (Sections 542.400 - 542.422).

A new section creates the crine of water contani nation when
a person know ngly introduces any dangerous agent or substance
into any waters or water supply with the purpose of causing death
or serious injury. Violation of this sectionis a Uass B felony
(Section 569.072). This act adds the theft of ammoniumnitrate
to the definition of stealing (Section 570.030). Current |aw
prohi bits the possession, nanufacture, transport, repair, or sale
of certain weapons. This act adds to the weapons list an
expl osi ve, incendiary, or poison substance or nmaterial. Current
| aw prohi bits noney | aundering. This act expands the crinme to
i nclude currency transactions that are conducted or attenpted in
order to pronote or aid the carrying on of crimnal activity to
further terrorism (Section 574.105). This act expands the crine
of making a terrorist threat to include the communication of a
threat to cause an incident involving danger to life or a fal se
belief or fear that an incident has occurred. A new intent
provision is also added for when a threat is nmade with crimina
negligence with regard to the risk of causing the evacuation
guarantine, or closure of a building or other facility.
Violators will be guilty of a Cass A m sdenmeanor (Section
574.115).

This act expands the crine of naking a fal se report to
include reporting false information about an incident that is
about to occur (Section 575.080). This act creates the crine of
"supporting terrorisnt if a person supports any organi zation
designated as a foreign terrorist organization. Violationis a
Class C felony (Section 576.080). This act changes the crine of
"spreadi ng disease to |livestock or aninals" to "agroterrorisnt
and includes crops and poultry along with livestock (Section
578. 008) .

This act adds an exenption to the Sunshine Law, allow ng
cl osure of neetings and records regarding specific information on
certain terrorismreadi ness i ssues. However, certain infornmation
regarding municipal utilities and information regarding costs of
security neasures shall not be considered closed. Subdivision
(18) requires municipal utility action within three days on
public records requests about security systens and structura
pl ans. Subdivision (19), regarding security nmeasures, is
nodified to require a statenment in witing agai nst disclosure. A
new subdi vision (20) is added to allow the closure of certain
records identifying the configuration or operation of conputer or



t el econmuni cati ons systens. A new subdivision (21) is also added
to allow the closure of certain electronic transactions between a
public governnental body and its business counterparts (Section
610. 021).

CCS#2/ HCS/ SB 795 - This act allows the Boiler and Pressure
Vessel Board to set fees for inspection, permts, |licenses and

certificates. The Board nay alter its fee schedule every two
years. The Boiler and Pressure Vessels Safety Fund is created,
which will contain the fees collected by the Board. Mneys in
the fund shall be used to pay for the expenses of the board. |If
a nmunicipality or political subdivision is responsible for
enforcenent the fees for inspection shall be paid directly to
that entity.

The act also allows St. Louis County to establish an
Emer gency Conmuni cations System Commi ssion within the county.
Menbership of the Commission is specified. St. Louis County may,
on a vote of the people, levy and collect a tax on real property,
not to exceed $.06 per $100 assessed valuation for the
establi shment, operation and nai ntenance of the energency
conmuni cati ons system Moneys fromthe tax are to be deposited
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in the Emergency Communications System Fund, which is created.

Aut horities and responsibilities of the Board of
Commi ssioners are specified. Obligations by the county may be
paid out of the fund or by the issuance of bonds.

This act is sinmlar to HS/ HCS/ SS/ SCS/ SB 1107 (TAT) and
SCS/ HB 1432 (2002).

HS/ HCS/ SCS/ SB 810 - This act expands the Uilicare program
for elderly, disabled and other qualifying individuals.

Currently, Sections 660.100 through 660.136, RSMo, establish
the UWilicare programto provide financial assistance for the
heati ng and cooling of elderly, disabled and qualifying
househol ds. This act nodifies these two sections by changi ng the
definition of "qualified individual household" and, thus,
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expandi ng programeligibility. Eligibility will be based on a
househol d i nconme of |ess than or equal to 150 percent, rather
than 110 percent, of the current federal poverty |level or 60
percent of the state median incone (Sections 660.100, 660.105).

Current |aw requires the Departnent of Social Services to
coordi nate all federal heating assistance prograns along with the
Utilicare program This act requires the Departnent to
coordinate all federal prograns into the Utilicare program
(Section 660.110).

Current |aw allows a paynment of $150 to each eligible
household fromthe Wilicare fund for heating and cooling. This
act increases that amount to $600. Language limting program
expenditures is also deleted (Section 660.115). Section 660.120
is repeal ed.

Currently, funds may be used to pay for reconnecting or
mai nt ai ni ng service of eligible households. Neweligibility
| anguage i s again added for qualified househol ds. Language
limting programexpenditures is also deleted (Section 660.122).

Section 660. 135, RSM, specifies the anount of
appropriations allowed for the programat five mllion dollars
and includes a cost of living adjustnment allowance. The
Departnment may currently conbine funds with the Departnment of
Nat ural Resources' |owinconme weatherization assi stance program

The |l aw established the "Utilicare Stabilization Fund". New
| anguage provides that funds may cone from any source, including
federal funds under the Comunity Opportunities Accountability
and Training and Educational Services Act. Existing |anguage
regardi ng the investnent of such funds is renoved and new
| anguage requires all funds to be used for UWilicare and LI HEAP
(Section 660.136).

In order to expedite adult guardian/ conservatorship cases
the Departnent may retain | egal counsel on a case-by-case basis.

The Division of Famly Services is required to performa
di vision of assets for married coupl es when determ ning
eligibility for supplenental nursing care payments when one
spouse is living in a residential care facility.

Cities, towns, and village are prohibited from passing any
ordi nance whi ch woul d prohibit charitabl e organizations from
engagi ng in the business of reselling donated goods; provided
t hat 80% of the revenue is used to fund the charitabl e purpose of
t he organi zati on.

Further limts noneys available for heating and cooling
assi stance to provide that the respective shares of overall
fundi ng received by primary and secondary heating and cooling
source suppliers on behalf of their custonmers shall be
substantial |y nai ntai ned.

Al'l refunds of rates generated by the refund of natural gas
or electric rates shall be transferred to the Uilicare
stabilization fund. Such transfers shall be held for one year
before distribution and if unused within one year thereafter
shall be transferred to general revenue.

The act al so nodifies provisions relation to guaranteed cost
savi ngs contracts. Guaranteed cost savings contracts for
neasures related to conpliance with the Americans with
Disabilities Act are allowed. Also, allows the Division of
Design and Construction to contract for guaranteed energy cost
savings. Contractors nust be sel ected based on experience,
capability, past performance and proximty of the firm The
contract mnust otherw se be in accordance with section 8.231,
RSMb.

The act al so extends the period of paynents on guaranteed
energy cost savings contracts to ten years or 80% of the useful
life of energy conservation neasures. This portionis simlar to
HB 2087 and SCS/ SB 821 (2002).

delivery in order to assure and control product quality.

PERM TS - In order to pronote tourism a person may apply for a
license to sell intoxicating liquor by the drink at retail for
consunption of the prem ses. The person shall only sel

M ssouri - produced w nes received fromlicensed nmanufacturers.
The prem ses may remain open from6:00 a.m to mdni ght Monday
t hrough Saturday, and between 11:00 a.m and 9: 00 p. m Sundays.

RESORTS - This act allows resorts located in MIler, Mrgan and
Canden counties to apply for a special permt fromthe Supervisor
of Liquor Control to remain open and sell liquor by the drink
until 3:00 a.m each day of the week and to open at 11:00 a.m on
Sunday.

The applicant nust have had gross sal es of $100, 000 or nore
in the preceding year and nmust be a resort. A resort is defined
as "any establishnent having at |east seventy-five roons for the
overni ght accomodati on of transient guests, having at |east
t hree thousand square feet of neeting space and having a
restaurant |ocated on the prem ses".

Any resort holding a special permt nust ensure that only
overni ght guests of the resort are sold |liquor between 1:30 a.m
and 3:00 a.m The provisions in this section will termnate
January 1, 2007.

AIRLINE CLUBS This act allows the Supervisor of Liquor Control
to issue a retail license to sell intoxicating |iquor between the
hours of 11:00 a.m and nidnight on Sunday to any airline club
This license will cost $200 in addition to all other fees
required by law. City and county regulations and fees will also
apply to the license.

PENALTY Al lows the supervisor of liquor control to assess a
civil penalty or fine of between $100 and $5000 for violations,
in lieu of suspension or revocation of a license. Any aggrieved
person nmay appeal to the administrative hearing conmm ssion. The
i censee has the opportunity to neet with the supervisor of
liquor control before the issuance of an order, warning,
probation, revocation, suspension or fine. The supervisor shal
provide the licensee with a witten description of the specific
conduct for which discipline is sought.
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This act contains an energency cl ause.

This act is identical to HB 1065; SCS/SB 912; HB 1530 and SB

average cost per student in early childhood special education for
the district responsible for educating the student.

SS/SCS/SB 884 - This act nodifies the interest and fees
charged i n payday | oans.

This act provides that after the first renewal of the | oan
t he borrower nust reduce the principal amount of the | oan by not
| ess than five percent of the original amount of the |oan unti
it is paidin full. The act provides that no | oan can be renewed
nore than six tines.

This act creates a new Section 408.505. This section
applies to payday | oans, any person determ ned by the division of
finance to have entered into a transaction that is a disguised
| oan, and any person determ ned by the division of finance to
have engaged in subterfuge to avoid this section

A lender nmay charge any sinple interest or fees agreed to by
the parties to the | oan. However, no borrower shall be required
to pay a total anount of interest and fees in excess of 75% of
the initial |oan anbunt on any single |loan and all renewals.

Al'l original or renewed payday |oans nust be for a term of
at least 14 days, but no nore than 31 days.
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A loan is considered conpleted if the |l ender presents the
check for paynent or the consuner redeens the check by paying the
full anpbunt to the Iender. Once a loan is conpleted, the
consumer can enter into a new loan with the |ender.

Wth limted exceptions, a | oan cannot be repaid fromthe
proceeds of another [oan nmade by the sane |ender. A |ender
cannot have nmore than $500 in loans to the sane borrower at any
one tine. A lender conplies with this requirenent if the |ender
recei ves a signed statenent fromthe consuner in which the
consunmer attests to the fact that such consumer doesn't have nore
than $500 in loans fromthat Iender.

The act provides that a person does not comit the crinme of
passing a bad check if the person receives a payday |oan, unless
t he person cl oses the checking account on which the | oan was nade
before the loan is paid back or the person stops paynent on the
check. A return check fee may be charged where cash is advanced
in exchange for a personal check

Any | oan that charges fees in violation of this act shal
not be enforceable. The act provides that |enders cannot use
certain devices to avoid the provisions of this act.

The Division of Finance is required to nmake a report to the
general assenbly begi nning on January 1, 2003, and every two
years thereafter that contains informati on about the nunber of
payday | oan |icenses issued, the nunber of |oans issued by
i censees, the average face value of the | oans, the average
nunber of tines that the | oans are renewed, the default rate for
the | oans, the nunber and nature of conplaints nmade to the
di vision, the average interest and fees charged, and a conparison
of the interest and fees charged in this state and adj oi ning
st at es.

HCS/ SCS/ SB 892 - This act allows the purchase of certain
cenetery services to the list of itens that may be pre-purchased
froma cenetery, subject to the cenetery owner neeting certain
requi renents. The cenetery owner nust deposit forty percent of
funds fromthe sale of services into a trustee account and the
use of funds in the trustee account. A definition of "cenetery
services" is created. The act shall apply only to agreenents for
pre-purchased services entered into after August 28, 2002.
Requi renents for withdrawals fromthe trusteed account at the
time services are rendered are specified.

This act is sinilar to HB 1503 (2002).

CCS/ HS/ HCS/ SB 895 - This act makes a nunber of changes
related to financial institutions and services involving
financial institutions. The state treasurer is authorized to
exchange certain investnents for cash (Section 30.260). County
collectors are authorized to collect a penalty agai nst persons
who pay their taxes with a check with insufficient funds
(Section 139.235). The act allows certain resident sharehol ders
of S corporation chartered banks to qualify for any pro rata
share of any net tax paid (Section 143.081). The act creates a
definition for the term"lease or rental of tangible persona
property" (Sections 148.020 and 148. 610).

The act nodifies the contents of the sign that nust be
posted by car deal erships (Section 301.560). The act nodifies
provisions relating to liens on notor vehicle and watercraft. It
requires the Director of the Departnent of Revenue to mail or
electronically confirmreceipt of notice of lien to the
i enhol der within 15 days of filing. Confirmation of ownership
may al so be sent electronically. The act requires the
certificate of ownership of a notor vehicle or trailer to be sent
to the owner shown on the face of the title rather than to the
first lienholder. Also it allows notice of subordinate liens to
be sent electronically and nmakes it a class A mi sdenmeanor for an
owner to fail to nane the lienholder in the application for title
(Chapters 301 and 306). Any person who knowi ngly and
intentionally sends a docunent releasing a lien on a notor
vehicle without the authority to do so shall be guilty of a class
C felony (Section 301.640).
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This act revises the process for certain corporations to
file their annual reports to the Secretary of State. It allows
corporations to change their registered office or registered
agent with the filing of its annual registration report, and it
al  ows conmmuni cations and fornms between the Secretary of State
and corporations to be electronic. It also requires the
Secretary of State to furnish forns of annual corporate
registration reports to any corporation upon request. The act
requires that failure to file the annual registration report wll
result in the adm nistrative dissolution of the corporation. It
al so requires corporations that are not required to file
franchise tax reports to still file annual corporation
registration reports on tine (Sections 351.120, 351.140, 351. 145,
351. 150 and 351. 155, 355.856 and 356.211).

Articles of agreenent involving a bank shall include
additional information shareholder rights (Section 362.020).
Changes are nmade to the procedure used by a bank to becone a
trust conpany (Section 362.117). Restrictions regarding the
amount of uninpaired capital lent by a bank and investment in the
stock of a private corporation are anmended (Section 362.170).

The act changes procedures for the actions of a Board of
Directors of a bank when inmedi ate action is required (Section
362.275). The act nakes changes to the power of a bank to
appoi nt officers (Section 362.335).

Charges for late paynent in notor vehicle install nent
contracts are anended (Section 365.100). The act includes
procedures for late renewal of a business entity insurance
producer (Section 375.018). New types of insurance nay be sold
by credit insurance agents and the act includes provisions on
licensing credit insurance agents and organizations (Section
375.065). Insurers are authorized to provide insurance naterials
i n | anguages ot her than English (Section 375.919).

The act requires that the actuarial method be used for
cal cul ating refunds on prepaynent of obligations from prem um
finance conpani es and on notor vehicles, insurance policies,
snall loans, and retail time contracts (repeals the "Rule of
78"). It also requires that all credit contracts with interest
or tinme price differential calculated on an add-on basis,
regardl ess of the length of term be conputed on the basis of the
originally contracted rate.

The act nodifies a nunber of provisions regardi ng secured
transactions in Article 9, Uniform Commercial Code (Sections
400. 9-102 to 400.9-710). These changes involve filing
requi renents for perfections of liens, the priority of certain
security interests and liens, perfection requirenents for |iens
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on nobil e hones and various technical changes.

The act provides that no person, other than the cardhol der,
shal | disclose nore than the last five digits of a credit card or
debit card on a sales receipt. It shall also be an unlawfu
practice to use a scanning device or reencoder to obtain
information froma credit card with the intent to defraud the
cardhol der, issuer or nerchant. The first violation of this act
is an infraction. Every subsequent violationis a Cass A
m sdenmeanor. The effective date of the act is January 1, 2003,
and shall apply to machines placed into service after that date.
Machi nes exi sting before January 1, 2003 become subject to the
act on January 1, 2005. The act al so provides the venue for
prosecution of the fraudul ent use of a credit or debit card.

The act changes the type and anpbunt of fees that can be
charged in snall |oans (Section 408.140). Wen a lender sells
collateral in which an action for deficiency could be filed
agai nst the borrower, the act provides for the lender to give
notice in accordance with sections 400.9-613 and 400.9-614
(Section 408.557).

Certain securities agents and investnent advisers are
granted tenporary permts if transferring fromone broker to
another within the state (Section 409.204). The burden of
proving an exenption fromregul ati on based on being a federally
covered security falls on the person claining it (Section
409. 402) .

Currently, a corporation nust file a notarized statenent
when registering a fictitious nane with the secretary of state.
The act requires the execution of a fictitious nane form under
penalty of |aw (417.210).

The act nodifies the duty of a financial institution
regarding liens nade in enforcing child support awards. The act
requires the financial institution to notify the division of
child support which, in turn, notifies the non-custodial parent.
Currently, the financial institution is responsible for notifying
t he non-custodial parent. The act also allows the financia
institution to retain surrendered funds in escrow pending a
hearing if the non-custodial parent challenges the lien. The
departnment of revenue nust set up a database for child support
liens on cars, watercraft and manufactured honmes that can
accessed by |ienhol ders, dealers and buyers to deternmine if there
is an existing lien (Section 454.516).

The act makes it a crine to use a credit device to pay
property taxes and to knowi ngly cancel the charges or paynent

Wi t hout just cause (Section 570.130).

The act nodifies the process for perfecting liens on
manuf actured hones. The act defines what the notice of |ien nust
contain and covers perfection of a subordinate lien. The
departnent of revenue nust notify |ienholders of the receipt of a
notice of lien within 15 busi ness days after the filing of the
noti ce.

This act contains provisions that are simlar to SB 931, HB
1712 and HB 1762 (2002).

The effective date for the repeal and reenactnent of the
provi sions concerning | apsed |icense renewal for insurance
busi nesses; liens; encunbrances; certificates of ownership of
I and and sea vehicles, trailers, and manufactured hones; and the
change to the actuarial method of calculating refunds is January
1, 2003.

CCS/ HS/ SCS/ SBs 915, 710 & 907 - This act subnits a
transportation funding package to the voters in August 2002. |If

a majority of the voters approve the fundi ng package, the gas tax
woul d be raised by 4 cents (17 cents to 21 cents) and the genera
sales tax would be raised by a 1/2 cent. The 1/2 cent sal es tax
woul d be distributed as foll ows:

(1) 20% of increased sales tax to multinodal fund and
requires 1/3 of this anmount shall be used exclusively for capita
i mprovenents.

(2) 2% of the increased sales tax shall be deposited in, an
equal anount, in the Mssouri Qualified Fuel Ethanol Producer
I ncentive Fund and the M ssouri Qualified Biodisel Producer
I ncentive Fund.

(3) 78%of the increased sales tax shall be deposited in
the State Road Fund.

(4) One-half of the increased sales tax on notor vehicles
is distributed to the above funds in the sane anounts, while the
other half is distributed pursuant to the Mssouri Constitution

This act also authorizes the director of the departnent of
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transportation to appoint an inspector general within MDOT to
performinvestigations.

This act elimnates certain state offices, departnents and
el ected of fices fromusing highway user revenues fromthe state
hi ghways and transportation departnment fund. However, the
H ghway Patrol, the Departnent of Revenue (their actual costs in
col l ecting hi ghway revenues) and the actual costs incurred by the
Ofice of Administration on behalf of the H ghway Patrol and
enpl oyees of the Departnent of Revenue are still authorized to
use this fund. Appropriations to the H ghway Patrol nust be nade
in accordance with the Constitution. The inspector general is
authorized to audit this fund to ensure conpliance.

This act shall be submitted to the vote of the people in
August 2002. In 2012, the voters will be asked to deci de whet her
t he additional revenues generated under this act shall be
continued. |If that nmeasure is rejected, the increased sal es tax
and gas tax rates will return to today's current |evel.

This provision is
simlar to SB 1258 (Section 28.160).

Current law allows a person to claimthe sale of a specia
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needs adoption tax credit to not-for-profit entities at a

di scount rate of seventy-five percent or greater of the anmpunt
sold. This act renoves the lintation that the sale nust be to a
not-for-profit entity (Section 135.327).

VEDI CAL RECORDS - Current |aw sets handling and per page fees for
nmedi cal records. This act allows an adjustnment on February 1 of
each year based on the nedical care conponent of the consuner
price index. The Departnment of Health and Seni or Services must
report the adjustnment on its website by February 1 of each year
Section 191. 233 regardi ng nedi cal record fees is repeal ed
(Section 191.227).

NEVBORN HEARI NG SCREENI NG - Current | aw requires health care
facilities to perform hearing screenings on newborns prior to

di scharging them This act requires the continuation and
conpletion of a hearing screening at a different facility if the
newborn is transferred. The transferring facility must notify
the receiving facility of the need for conpletion of the
screening. This provision is identical to SB 1244 (Section

191. 925).

WELFARE - By Decenber 1, 2002, and annually thereafter, the

Di vision of Famly Services nust subnit a report to the Governor
and General Assenbly regarding welfare reformin Mssouri. This
provision is identical to SB 732 (Section 208. 344).

CHI LD PROTECTION - This act adds child assessment centers in
Canden county, Cay-Platte county, and the Lakes area. This
provision is simlar to SB 640, HB 2061 (Section 210.001).

This act adds ninisters as nandatory reporters of suspected child
abuse or neglect (Sections 210.115, 352.400).

Current |aw establishes the child abuse hotline. This act
prohi bits a parent, guardian, or custodian from being named in
the registry if a child is found to require conmunity-based
services (Section 210. 145).

This act nodifies the definition of "child care facility" to
i ncl ude a busi ness establishnent which provides child care for
its customers or enployees for no nore than four hours per day
(Section 210.201).

CH LDREN S HEALTH | NSURANCE PROGRAM - The Children's Health
I nsurance Programis extended to July 1, 2007. Current |aw
sunsets the Programas of July 1, 2001. This provision is

substantially simlar to HB 1926, SB 1111 (Section 208.631).

FOSTER CARE - A new section is created to outline foster parent
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rights and responsibilities, including training, confidentiality
of information, and daily decisions for the child. This
provision is simlar to SB 828 (Section 210. 566)

This act allows foster parents to be automatically
registered with the Famly Care Safety Registry at no additiona
cost. This provisionis simlar to SB 876 (Section 210.906)

CHI LDREN S PRODUCT SAFETY - A new section requires the Departnent
of Health and Senior Services to provide child care facilities

with a conprehensive |list of unsafe children's products. Initia
notification for facilities nust be on or before July 1, 2003,
and quarterly thereafter. |If a facility fails to dispose of a
product after notice is given, it will be a violation under the

i nspection. This provisionis simlar to SB 1068 (Section
210.1007).

MENTAL HEALTH TREATMENT SERVICES - Current |aw grants excl usive
jurisdiction to the juvenile court in certain cases. This act
adds that jurisdiction will also be granted when a child or
person is seventeen years old, in need of nental health services,
and parent is unable to provide access to appropriate nmenta

heal th services (Section 211.031).

Currently, the law outlines provisions for children to
obtain treatnment services. This act allows the court to order
that the child receive such services in the |east restrictive
setting, based on an individualized treatnent plan (Section
211.181).

CHI LD LABOR - Current law lists exclusions fromthe definition of
"“enpl oy". This section is nodified by removing fromthe

excl usions the delivery or sales of nmgazines or periodicals, and
adds certain agriculture work (Section 294.011).

The provision is deleted allowing a child to work during the
school termif there has been an exenption issued by the Director
of the Division of Labor Standards. The child may still work if
i ssued a work permt or certificate (Section 294.024).

The hours per day exenptions are nodified to apply only to
enpl oynent in the entertainnent industry. It also provides that
the regional fair exceptions shall not apply to entities covered
by the FLSA (Section 294.030). The age at whi ch door-to-door
selling may occur is increased fromsixteen to eighteen years of
age (Section 294.043).

The Director of the Division of Labor Standards nust require
production of work permits and to require enployers to retain
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records for two years (Section 294.090). The Director may al so
consi der the size of a business when determning civil damages
(Section 294.121). Electronic processing will now be all owed
(Sections 294. 060, 294.090, and 292.141) These provisions are
simlar to SB 1139.

GRANDPARENT VI SI TATION - Current law allows the court to grant
grandparent visitation in certain situations. As nodified by
this act, the situations are as foll ows:

(1) Wen the parents are getting divorced or are divorced
and have denied visitation;

(2) Wen one parent of the child is deceased and the
surviving parent denies visitation to a parent of the deceased
parent of the child;

(3) Wen the child has lived in the grandparent's home for
at least six nonths of the previous 2 years;

(4) Wen a grandparent has been denied visitation for over
ni nety days, however, if the natural parents are narried and
living together, then the grandparent may not file for
visitation; or

(5) The child is adopted by a stepparent, another
grandparent, or relative.

Currently, the court nust decide if the grandparent
visitation would be in the child' s best interests. This act
provides that if the natural parents are currently married and
living together, then a rebuttable presunption exists that the
parents know what is in the best interest of the child This
provision is simlar to SB 1192, HB 1243 (Section 452. 402).

NATI ONAL MEDI CAL SUPPORT NOTI CE - The act requires the use of
Nat i onal Medi cal Support notice to enforce health benefit plan
coverage required in child support orders. Current |aw requires
the Circuit Clerk to send notice to enployers when a parent has
been ordered to provide health insurance coverage for a child.
Current |anguage is deleted regarding the contents of the notice
and new | anguage requires the notice to conply with the Nationa
Medi cal Support Notice (NVBN) as required by federal law. Al
enpl oyers, unions, and plan adm nistrators nust also conply with
the NVBN. The Division of Child Support Enforcenent nust give
notice within two days of notification of the enployee's hire and
nmust al so pronptly notify enpl oyers when an order for nedica
support is no longer in effect. The notice nust contain certain
informati on and is binding on current and subsequent enpl oyers.
Wt hhol di ngs nmay not be hel d pending the outcone of a hearing
(Sections 454.606 - 454.700).

Currently, the Circuit Cerk nmust also send a notice to the
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obligor/parent. This act requires the inclusion of a statenent
that the parent may contest the notice within thirty days. The
parent may contest based on m stake of fact or because the parent
obt ai ned other insurance prior to issue of the w thhol ding order
(Section 454.609).

The enpl oyer must currently transfer the notice to the
heal th i nsurer upon receipt. This act requires such transfer
within twenty busi ness days. Wthin forty busi ness days, the
heal th pl an adm ni strator nmust notify the agency whether the
child is covered, the effective date of the coverage, and provide
forms regardi ng the coverage (Section 454.615).

Currently, there are certain steps the enployer nust take to
enroll the child in the health benefit plan. This act clarifies
that the enployer nust w thhold the anbunt necessary to cover the
child and send it to the health plan. The child nust be enrolled
in the least costly plan if a plan is not already designated. |If
the notice is a NVBN, the health plan nust provide plan
descriptions and the agency and the custodial parent will select
a plan for the child. |If the agency does not select a plan
within twenty days, the health plan nust enroll the child inits
default option, if possible (Section 454.618).

Current law outlines procedures at the termination of an
obligor's enploynment. This act requires the enployer to notify
the Division or agency of the obligor's |ocation and new
enpl oyer, if known (Section 454.627).

Current |aw al so outlines procedures for COBRA coverage
This act prohibits the child frombeing ternm nated from coverage
unl ess the insurer is given evidence that the order is no |onger
in effect, the child is or will be enrolled in a conparabl e pl an,
the enpl oyer elimnated health care coverage for all enployees,
or continuation of coverage is not chosen (Section 454.700).
This provision is substantially simlar to SB 1160.

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may be done in lieu of sending a copy of the deed that was
recor ded.

I f the occupant of a building receives the billing for
sewage or water service, any notice of term nation of such
service shall be sent to both the occupant and the owner, if the
owner requests in witing to receive notice of termination

This act is sinilar to HB 353 (2001).

Further, this act adds a provision allow ng the
est abl i shnent of comunity coll ege capital inprovenent
subdi stricts for the purpose of capital projects. The board of
trustees of such a district nmay propose an annual rate of
taxation for the sole purpose of funding capital projects. The
act provides a format for which the proposals shall be submitted
to the voters of the district. A ngjority vote is necessary for
the I evy and collection of property taxes within the subdistrict.
If a tax has not been approved within a five year period fromthe
establ i shnent of a community coll ege capital inprovenent
subdi strict, such subdistrict shall be dissolved.
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This act extends to public community junior colleges the
same access as school districts regarding participation in the
M ssouri Health and Educational Facilities Authority (MOHEFA)
direct deposit agreenents.

RCFL will be under
the control of the H ghway Patrol (Sections 43.653-43.569).

EVALUATI ON OF JUVEN LE SEX OFFENDER REG STRY LI ST - Parol e boards
are allowed to consider information listed on the juvenile sex
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of fenders registry if the of fender being considered for parole is
bet ween the ages of 17 and 21 (Section 217.690).

BAI L NOT PERM TTED - Adds the crimes of first degree statutory
rape, forcible sodony and first degree statutory sodony to the
list of crines that are ineligible for bail post-conviction
(Section 547.170).

DANGERQUS FELONY LIST - The list of dangerous felonies is
expanded to include: (1) attenpted forcible rape if physica
injury results; and (2) attenpted forcible sodony if physica
injury results (Section 566.061).

SKI LLED NURSI NG FACILITY - An owner or enployee of a skilled
nursing facility having sexual contact with an Al zheiner's
patient or with a resident of a living care facility is guilty of
a Class B misdeneanor. |f sexual intercourse occurs, it becones
a Class A msdeneanor. Consent of the victimis not a defense
(Section 565.200).

HARASSMENT - Expands this section to include electronic or other
comuni cation (Section 565.225).

| N\VASI ON OF PRIVACY - This act creates the crinmes of first and
second degree invasion of privacy. First degree invasion of
privacy is a Class D felony and second degree invasion of privacy
is a Cass A nisdeneanor (Sections 565.252-.253).

SEXUAL CONTACT - Expands the definition of "sexual contact" to
i ncl ude touching through clothing (Section 566.010).

SEXUAL M SCONDUCT - C eans up | anguage due to the expansion of
the definition of "sexual contact" (Section 566.090).

BESTI ALITY - The crine of bestiality is created as a Cass A

m sdenmeanor. |f the person has previously been convicted of this
crime, the act becones a Cass D felony. Animals in the

def endant's possession nay be subject to a civil forfeiture or
may be required to attend counseling (Section 566.111).

SEXUAL CONTACT W TH AN | NMATE - A person who is an enpl oyee of or
assigned to work in any correctional facility who has sexua
intercourse or deviate sexual intercourse with an innate or
resident of the facility is guilty of a Cass D felony (Section
566. 145) .

ENTI CEMENT OF A CHILD - This act creates the crine of enticenent

of a child. A person commits the crinme of enticenent if he or
she is at |least twenty-one years old and persuades, solicits,

coaxes, entices or lures any person who is less than fifteen
years of age for the purpose of engaging in sexual conduct.
Attenpting to entice a child is a Cass D felony. Enticenent of
achild is a Qass C felony unless a person has been found guilty
of previous sexual offenses, then it is a Cass B felony (Section
566. 151) .

SEXUAL OFFENDER REAQ STRY - This requires sexual offenders to
register with the county sheriff in the county they reside
(Sections 589.400-589.410). This language is identical to

SEXUALLY VI OLENT PREDATOR EVALUATION - A person who nmay neet the
criteria of a sexually violent predator will be eval uated by
either a psychiatrist or a psychol ogist as to whether or not the
person neets the definition of a sexually violent predator
(Section 632.483).

This act contains |language that is also contained in
CCS/ HCS/ SB 758; HCS/ SCS/ SB 1070; HS/ HB 1498; SB 1188; SCS/ SBs
1115 & 849; SB 1239; and HB 1088.

ETHANOL PRODUCER PAYMENTS (Section 142.028) - This act
expands the definition of a "M ssouri Qualified Fuel Ethano
Producer" to be at |east 51% owned by agricultural producers
actively engaged in agricultural production. This portion is
simlar to CCS/ SS#2/SCS/HB 1348 (TAT) (2002).

TERRI TORI AL AGREEMENTS (Section 204.472) - The act provides
that when all or part of a territory of a sewer district is
located in Butler County is annexed into Poplar Bluff, but is not
receiving muni ci pal water service at the tine of annexation, the
district and city may devel op an agreenent for the provision of
service to the annexed territory. Such an agreenment nay be
devel oped for any territory annexed between January 1, 1996 and
August 28, 2002, but was not receiving sewer service on August
28, 2002. Requirenments for the agreenent and procedures where an
agreenent cannot be reached are provided. This portionis
simlar to SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 (2002).

PUBLI C WATER DI STRICTS - The act allows a petition for the
formation of a public water supply district to becone final and
conclusive if signed by at least fifty owners of real property
wi thin the boundaries of the proposed district. Under current
law, the petition nust have voter approval before becom ng fina
and concl usive. The act establishes petition publication
criteria including newspaper publication. This portionis
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simlar to SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ SS/ HB 1748 (TAT) (2002).

SOLI D WASTE MANAGEMENT (Section 260.200) - The act renoves
t he ban on di sposing of microwave ovens in landfills. This
portion is sinmlar to SCS/ HS/ HCS/HB 1650 (2002).

WATERSHED DI STRI CTS (Section 278.258) - The act all ows any
county that has not adopted an annual watershed district tax that
is within a watershed subdistrict to detach fromthe subdistrict.
Det achment fromthe subdistrict nust be approved by a majority of
the I andowners in the county. The detachnment nust take place
before an annual tax is adopted. The watershed district trustees
nmust nake arrangenents for the county to pay any outstanding
i ndebt edness for services or works of inprovenent before the
detachnment. Watershed district trustees nust certify the
separation with the recorder of deeds in each county in which the
subdistrict lies and with the State Soil and Water Conmi ssion
This portion is identical to HB 2113 and CCS/ SS/HB 1748 ( TAT)
(2002) and sinilar to SCS/HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 (2002).

LI QUEFI ED PETROLEUM GAS RETAI LERS (Section 323.060) - The
act exenpts registered retailers fromliability for actual or
punitive danmages for any injuries caused by the installation,
nodi fication, repair, or servicing of equi pnent and appliances
used with lIiquefied petroleumgas. The act does not limt
liability for gross negligence or willful or wanton acts.

SEVER COVPANI ES (Section 393.847) - The act specifies that
every nonprofit sewer conpany shall be supervised and regul ated
by DNR to the sane extent and in the sane manner as any ot her
nonprofit corporation who treats wastewater. This portion is
simlar to SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ SS/HB 1748 (TAT) (2002).

MIBE (nethyl tertiary butyl ether) - After July 1, 2005,
MIBE is no longer to be offered or sold in Mssouri. This
portion is contained in CCS/ SS#2/ SCS/ HB 1348 (TAT) (2002).

Bl ODI ESEL (Section 414.365) - This act requires the
Depart ment of Transportation to develop a programfor the use of
alternative fuels in the Departnent's vehicle fleet and heavy
equi prent that use diesel fuel. This portionis simlar to
HCS/ HB 1472 (2002).

PRI MACY FEE (Section 640.100) - This act extends the
drinking water primacy fee to Septenber 1, 2007. This portion of
the act is simlar to CCS/SS/HB 1748 (TAT) and SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650
(2002).

BURDEN OF PROOF (Section 640.825) - In all matters heard by
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t he Environnental Hearing Conm ssion the burden of proof shall be
on DNR or the Commission initially making the finding or

deci sion. However, in appeals involving the denial of a pernmt,
Iicense or registration, the burden of proof shall be on the
applicant. This portion is simlar to provisions of SB 881

SS/ SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1962, SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 (2002), and CCS/ SS/ HB
1748 (TAT) (2002).

Al R BANKI NG AND TRADI NG (Section 643.220) - This act revises
the air emni ssions banking and trading programby clarifying use
of air emission reduction credits. |In order for air em ssion
reduction credits to be tradeabl e between air enission sources,
the air enission reduction credits would be based on air em ssion
reductions that occur after August 28, 2001, or nust be credits
that exist in the current air emissions bank. This portionis
simlar to SB 1163 (2002).

AQUACULTURE (Sections 644.016, 644.051, 644.052) - This act
revises provisions relating to water pernmitting for aquacul ture.
Aquacul ture is defined as the controlled propagation, growth, and
harvest of aquatic organi sns.

Prior to issuing a general permt or pernmit by rule the
Director of the Department of Natural Resources nust hold
neetings with permt holders, applicants and the public to
eval uate pollution inpacts of pollutants. After the neetings the
Director would draft the permt considering the comrents of the
neeting and post it for public comment. The Director must also
concurrently post an explanation with the draft permt which
shall identify types of facilities which are subject to the
permt. A hearing nmay be requested on the draft pernit.

After consideration of the conments the final permt would
be issued. The tinme between the request for the hearing and the
hearing date will not be cal culated for purposed of the tine
frames in which a permt nust be issued.

Unl ess requested by the facility, aquaculture facilities
will not be required to obtain site-specific permits but will
obtain general permits. However, facilities which materially
violate the conditions and requirenents of the general pernmt my
be required to obtain a site-specific permt. The fee for
aquaculture facilities is capped at $250. This portion is
simlar to SB 1072, SCS/ HS/HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ SS/ HB 1748
(TAT) (2002) .

CLEAN WATER COWM SSI ON (Section 644.036)- Requires the Cean

Wat er Commission to adopt any listing required by section 303(d)
of the Clean Water Act to be promul gated by rule pursuant to
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chapter 536. This portionis simlar to SS/ SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1962,
SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ SS/ HB 1748 ( TAT) (2002).

BONDI NG FOR STORMWATER PRQIECTS (Sections 644.578) -
644.580)- This act changes the date for authorizations for
bondi ng for water sewer and stormmater projects. Current |aw
aut hori zes the Board of Fund Conmi ssioners to issue bonds for
grants and | oans pursuant to several sections in Article Il of
the M ssouri Constitution which are adninistered by the C ean
Water Conmission and relate to water, sewer and stornmwater
projects. Current |law states the authorizations are in addition
to amounts authorized prior to August 28, 2002. This act changes
the date to August 28, 2003. This portion is identical to SB
985, SCS/ HS/HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ SS/ HB 1748 (TAT) (2002).

COAL- FI RED CYCLONE BO LER EM SSIONS (Section 1)- This act
limts em ssions for coal-fired cyclone boilers which use tire
derived fuel to 80%of the emssion linmt pursuant to the d ean
Air Act. This portionis also contained in SB 1011 (TAT) and
CCS/ SCS/ HB 1402 ( TAT) (2002) .

HCS/ SB 992 - This act authorizes Buchanan County to apply
for a grant fromthe Contiguous Property Redevel opnent Fund
admi ni stered by the Departnent of Econom ¢ Devel opnent.

This act authorizes any town, city or village in this state
to establish an "historic preservation revolving fund". Moneys
in the fund shall be used to protect and preserve historic
properties. Historic properties eligible for the such protection
and preservation nust be eligible for nom nation to the Nationa
Regi ster of Historic Places.

Muni ci palities nmay use noney fromthe fund to acquire
interests in historic properties. The interest acquired nust be
reasonably necessary for the continued protection and
preservation of the property. Historic property cannot be
acqui red by condemmation under this act. Minicipalities nay
di spose of interests in the property to any person or
organi zation, including the former owners. Any conveyance nust
i nclude provisions requiring the property to revert back to the
nmuni cipality if the property is not operated, maintained,
restored or repaired in accordance with this act. Any conveyance
nmust al so contain provisions to lint the property's future use
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to ensure its preservation

SCS/ SB 997 - The act requires the County Collector to apply
paynents for real property taxes against any delinquent property
t axes before applying such paynent to taxes due in the current
year for taxes owed by taxpayers other than financia
institutions who pay tax obligations which they service from
escrow accounts.

REAL ESTATE | NVESTMENTS - This act limts insurance conpanies
investments in real estate. The value of such real estate
purchased cannot exceed 20% of the insurance conpany's capita
and surplus as shown by its |ast annual statenment. This
provision is contained in SCS/ SB 1227 and SCS/ HB 1568 (2002)
(Section 375.330).

DERI VATI VE | NSTRUMENTS - The act nodifies Mssouri |aw relating
to the permissible investnments of insurance conpanies in
derivative instruments for hedging, income generation, and
replication transactions, and in investnent pools by non-

i nsurance affiliates. The purpose of these proposals is to
update M ssouri investnment |aws so that M ssouri insurance
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conpani es can renai n conpetitive

The proposed changes are a conprehensive update to
M ssouri's existing | aw on derivatives based upon the NAI C Mde
law and Illinois law. Under the definitions, lintations and
condi tions contained in the proposed | aw, derivative transactions
can only be used for prudent reduction of risk and not to
increase risk or for specul ati ve purposes.

This act defines the various types of derivative
transactions including a "hedgi ng transaction" (used to protect
agai nst changes in value of assets and liabilities or to generate
i ncome or enhance return - Section 375.345.1 (12)), and
“replication transaction" (used to replicate the investnent
characteristics of another investnent - Section 375.345.1(18)).

The nost conmon type of derivative transaction is hedging,
which is used to protect against changes in the interest rates or
val ues associated with another asset held by the conpany. Under
this act, to engage in derivative transactions, an insurance
conpany mrust be prepared to:

(1) Denonstrate to the Director the intended hedgi ng
characteristics and effectiveness of the derivative transaction;

(2) Miintain its position in any outstanding derivative
transaction for as |long as the hedging transaction continues to
be effective;

(3) Include all counter-party exposure ampunts in
conpliance with the single-entity investrment linmtations
contained in Mssouri |aw

(4) Conply with any additional conditions inposed by the
Director by regul ation; and

(5) Have the policies and record-keepi ng procedures
approved by its Board of Directors (Section 375.345. 2)

As an additional safeguard, Section 375.345.2(3), (4) and
(5) contain the following quantitative limts on the ownership of
derivati ves:

(1) Wth respect to hedging transactions: purchased
options, caps, floors and warrants can not exceed 7 1/2 percent
of admtted assets; witten options, caps and floors can not
exceed 3 percent of admitted assets; and collars swaps, forwards
and futures can not exceed 6 1/2 percent of adnmitted assets;

(2) Wth respect to inconme generation transactions, the
l[imt of 10% of admitted assets; and

(3) Wth respect to replication transactions the linits are
the sane as those that apply to the replicated asset or
i nvest ment .
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This act prohibits life insurance conpani es from owni ng
investrments in an anount in excess of certain lintations based
upon certain adnmtted assets, capital and surplus as shown its
| ast annual statenment (Section 376.307)

BUSI NESS AFFI LI ATES - This act allows business entities
affiliated with insurers to be qualified managers of investnent
pool s. The proposed change to this section authorizes a

busi ness entity affiliated with an insurer to invest in qualified
i nvest ment pools under the sanme conditions that apply to the
insurer. Under the current law only affiliated insurers can
invest in qualified investnent pools. This change is consistent
with the current NAIC Model Law. This provision is contained in
SCS/ HB 1568 (2002) (Section 376.311).

ANNUI TIES - This act nodifies the law with respect to annuity
contracts. Under the provisions of this section, for any
contract issued on or after July 1, 2002, and before July 1,
2004, the interest rate shall be 1.5%for determ ning m nimum
nonforfeiture anbunts (Section 376.671 ). This provision is
contained in SCS/HB 1568 (2002).

LONG - TERM CARE | NSURANCE - This act nmkes several changes to the
long-termcare insurance law. This act clarifies that the term
"l ong-termcare insurance" to include any insurance policy that
neets the requirenments of a "qualified |ong-termcare insurance
contract", as defined in Section 7702B of the Internal Revenue
Code. This act requires the issuer of a long-termcare contract
to state clearly in its enrollnment nmaterials whether the contract
is intended to be tax-qualified, pursuant to Section 7702B
(Sections 376.951 - 376.1130).

This act requires the issuer to deliver the certificate of
i nsurance to the applicant no later than 30 days after the date
of approval. This act requires the long-termcare policy summary
to include a statenment that any long-termcare inflation
protection option that may be required by the laws of Mssouri is
not avail abl e under the policy.

This act requires issuers to provide a witten explanation
for a denial of coverage within 60 days of receiving a witten
request for an explanation fromthe applicant. The issuer mnust
provide all information directly related to the denial. This act
allows insurers to rescind long-termcare contracts upon a
showi ng of m srepresentation. The degree of nisrepresentation
that rmust be proven will vary, depending on the Iength of tine
the policy has been in effect. This act prohibits a |ong-term
care contract to be field issued based on nedical or health
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status (Section 376.1124).

This act prohibits an insurer fromrecovering benefits paid
to the policyhol der when the issuer rescinds the policy. This
act requires insurers to offer a policy that includes a
nonforfeiture benefit. |If that benefit is declined, the issuer
nmust then offer a contingent benefit upon | apse that will be
avail able for a specified period of tinme following a substantia
increase in premumrates. This act requires the Departnent of
I nsurance to pronulgate rules creating the standards for
nonforfeiture benefits, contingent benefits upon | apse, the
I ength of tine these benefits nust run, and the extent to which
prem uns may be increased (Section 376.1127).

The Departnent of |nsurance nust al so promnul gate rul es
regardi ng marketing practices, agent testing, penalties, and
reporting practices for long-termcare insurance (Section
376.1130). The long-termcare provisions are simlar to those
contained in SB 1180 and HB 1701 (2002).

MUTUAL | NSURANCE COMPANY | NVESTMENTS - This act allows stock and
nmut ual insurance conpanies to invest in any investrment in a

M ssouri tax credit or partnership interest which entitles the
conpany to receive Mssouri tax credits that may be used as a
credit against the gross premiumtax (Section 379.080 ). This
provision is also contained in SCS/HB 1568 (2002).

This act prohibits the Departnment of Natural Resources
(DNR) fromentering into or renewing a contract for a period
exceedi ng 10 years unless the Director determ nes the extended
contract period is necessary to allow the contractor to make
substantial inprovenents to the site and the inprovenents are of
sufficient value to necessitate the | onger contract.

The Arrow Rock State Historic Site Endowrent Fund is
created. The initial deposit in the fund will be the bequest in
the anpbunt of $21,965.92 fromthe Bill and Cora Lee MIler
estate. The Arrow Rock State Historic Site Endowrent Fund nay
only be used for the enhancenent of Arrow Rock State Historic
Site's public interpretive prograns. The state treasurer may
i nvest the nonies in the fund in a manner as provided by | aw.
Until 2100, DNR nmay annually only expend one-half the interest
earned by the fund. Thereafter, all of the interest earned by
the precedi ng year may be expended. Funds may only be expended
upon appropriation. Any funds appropriated but not spent wll
revert back to the fund.

DNR is given authority to enter into agreements with
private, not-for-profit organi zati ons organi zed solely to further
the interpretive, educational, and nmaintenance functions at the
state parks. Proceeds fromsales of publications and nmaterials
by these organi zations shall be retained by the organization for
use in furthering their functions.

wi thout the patient's witten consent or a subpoena.

This act is identical to the House perfected version of HB

Current |aw outlines procedures for making an anatom ca
donation. This act allows minors age sixteen or older to make an
anat om cal donation with parental consent. The consent nust be
noted on the ninor's donor card, application, driver's |icense,
or other gift docunent. Brackets are renobved fromthe famly
menber objection |anguage in 194.220.2 and 194.220.3. This
provision has an effective date of July 1, 2003 (Section 1). This
provision is identical to SB 871 (Sections 194.220 and 194. 230).

A new section requires health i nsurance conpani es to provide
coverage for routine patient care costs incurred as the result of
phase Il or IV of clinical trials undertaken to treat cancer
Entities providing clinical trial treatment nust have sufficient
expertise and training to treat a sufficient nunber of patients.
There nust be identical or superior non-investigational treatnent
alternatives avail abl e before providing clinical trial treatnent.
Clinical trial coverage shall include coverage for drugs and
devi ces approved by the FDA, whether or not the FDA has approved
the drug or device for the patient's particular condition. The
clinical trials will only be covered if they are approved or
funded by certain entities. Providers participating in clinica
trials shall obtain the patient's informed consent for
participating in the clinical trial. This provision is simlar to
SB 827 (Section 376.429).

Current |aw nandates health insurance coverage for fornula

used in the treatnment of phenylketonuria. This act also requires
coverage for |Iow protein nodified food products intended for the
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treatment of inherited netabolic diseases. This provision is
simlar to HB 1695 (Section 376.1219).

A new section allows a physician to refer a patient who has
been newl y di agnosed with cancer to a specialist for a second
opinion regarding the patient's treatnment. |nsurance conpanies
nmust provi de coverage for the second opinion rendered by the
specialist. A referral nmust be given to an out of network
specialist if a specialist is not available within the provider's
network. This provision does not apply to certain insurance
policies (Section 376.1253).

A new section requires certain health carriers and benefit
pl ans to cover human | eukocyte antigen testing for use in bone
marrow transplantation. Testing nust be perforned in an
appropriate facility. A formindicating informed consent nmust be
conpl eted which will authorize use of the results in the Nationa
Marrow Donor Program Health plans nay limt enrollees to one
testing per lifetime to be reinbursed at a cost of no nore than
$75, but may not charge extra fees for the test. This provision
is sinmlar to SB 871 (Section 376.1275).

travel and conference expenses.

provi des that the noneys in the fund shall be deened non-state
funds.

renoval billed on a special tax bill to be collected by the

collector with other taxes assessed agai nst the property.

Kansas City is authorized to enact ordi nances for the
abatenment of a condition on a |ot that has vacant buil dings or
structures open to public entry.

Jefferson County is authorized to enact ordi nance providing
for the abatenent of a nunber of conditions on lots or |and that
are consi dered unheal thy or unsafe and declared to be a public
nui sance. The act provides for certain conditions that nmust be a
part of the abatement ordinance. The ordi nance nust provide that
t he buil di ng conmi ssi oner shall cause the renoval of the nuisance
wi thin seven days of giving notice to the owner, if such owner
fails to remove the nui sance.

The act nodifies provisions related to actions for tenporary
possession of real property filed by non-profit organizations to
rehabilitate the property. Under current |aw, an organi zation
petitioning for tenporary possessi on of abandoned property nust
use the property for Iow or noderate-incone housing. This act
del etes that requirenent.

Currently, in Jackson County, such organization may seek
title to the property after the expiration of the one-year period
following entry of the order granting tenporary possession. This
act provides that the organi zati on nay seek title after
conpleting the rehabilitation work. The owner of the property
may seek repossession of the property before the rehabilitation
is conpleted. The court shall decide whether to restore
possession to the owner and, if so, how nmuch conpensation is owed
by the owner to the organization for the rehabilitation work.

The act provides that the organization nust file quarterly
reports on its rehabilitation and use of the property. Under
current |law, the organization was required to file an annua
report.
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The owner of the property may petition the court for
repossessi on of the property. The court nust determ ne whether
the owner is able to conplete rehabilitation of the property if
such work has not been conpleted by the organization. |f the
court determines that the owner is unable to conplete the work,
then the court shall not restore possession to the owner. |If the
owner is able to finish the rehabilitation or it has already been
conpl eted, then the court restore possession to the owner and
determ ne appropriate conpensation to the organi zation

This act contains provisions that are simlar to SB 682, HB
1213, and HB 1634 (2002).

(Section 190.131). Energency nedical response agencies in
certain counties nay be licensed to provide advanced |ife support
services with services of EMI-1s (Section 190.133).

This act renoves the provision regarding patients
transported in vehicles other than anbul ances (Section 190.142).
Provi ded the person neets other current requirenents for a
tenporary license, a person not currently licensed as an
enmergency nedi cal technician in Mssouri may be issued a 90-day
tenmporary license (Section 190.143). Licensees with |apsed
licenses may request a return to active status within tw years
of the lapse (Section 190.145). Additional conpliance for
i censure renewal and additional causes for discipline of an
anbul ance license are created. Any individual whose |icense has
been revoked twice in ten years shall not be eligible for a new
license (Sections 190.160, 190.165, and 190.171).

Any settlenent agreement in a contested case against a
i censee nmust be subnmitted to the administrative hearing
conmi ssion for its approval. Any person directly harnmed by the
actions of a licensee may submit an inpact statenment to the
Conmi ssion (Section 190.172).

A patient care docunent nust be given to anbul ance personne
by a health care facility for any transfer of the patient to a
different facility (Section 190.175). Additional requirenents
for the promul gation of departnental rules are created (Section
190.185). Requirenents regarding the reporting of certain
felonies by licensees to the Departnment are created (Section
190. 196) .

Provi sions regardi ng the use of epinephrine auto-injectors
are created (Section 190.246). Any investigation into the
vi ol ati on of energency services regul ati ons nust be conpl et ed
within six nmonths with full departnmental access to records
(Section 190. 248).

The act creates procedures for the issuance and di scipline
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of a new license category for stretcher van services to transport
persons in a supine position who do not require medica
nonitoring or treatnent other than self-admi ni stered oxygen
(Sections 190.525 to 190.537). Any person who viol ates the

provi sions of Sections 190.525 to 190.527 shall be guilty of a

Cl ass B m sdeneanor (Section 190.534).

Shoul d an energency health care worker be exposed to a
potentially infectious disease, the person to whomthe worker was
exposed i s deened to consent to testing for such disease.
Notification procedures are outlined. The enployer nust pay
testing costs (Sections 191.630 and 191. 631).

This act revises the qualifications of candidates for fire
protection district directors in third and fourth class counti es.
A candi date nust reside in the district for two years before the
el ection or appointnment. Currently, the candidate nust reside in
the county in which the district is located for two years. A
candidate for director in a newwy formed district nmust reside in
the district for one year before the el ection or appointnment
(Sections 321.130 and 321. 180).

This act allows the governing body of an anbul ance or a fire
protection district, except for those in counties of the first
class with over 200,000 inhabitants, to inpose an up to one-half
of one percent sales tax on all retail sales within the district
foll owi ng voters' approval

The Departnent of Revenue will collect and distribute the
revenue fromthe district sales tax nonthly at the cost of one
percent the total revenue collected. After collecting and
distributing the sales tax, the board of the anbul ance or fire
protection district will determine its budget for the year and
determ ne the anpbunt of property tax necessary to fund the
district. The district may then reduce the tax rate by an anount
whi ch reduces the property tax revenue by an anount equal to
fifty percent of the previous fiscal year's sales tax receipts.

When the governi ng body of the anbul ance or fire protection

Those anounts deposited in the general revenue fund shall be
used solely for inplementing the program plan which provides
funds for budget purposes to fund one-tine expenditures, short-
termrevenue shortfalls, and to fund capital projects of any
kind. No nore than $175 nmillion of the net bond proceeds nay be
used in any fiscal year

The authority shall dissolve no later than two years from
the date of final paynment of all outstandi ng bonds and the
satisfaction of all outstanding obligations of the authority,
except to the extent necessary to fulfill outstanding covenants
or provisions with bondhol ders or third parties.

The Board of Public Buildings is expanded to include the
Speaker of the House of Representatives and the President Pro Tem
of the Senate as ex officio nmenbers. The Board currently
i ncl udes the Governor, Attorney Ceneral and the Lieutenant
Governor.

synbol wuniversally recogni zed for | aw enforcenent, and the words
"CORONERS' COFFICE" in place of the words "SHOW ME STATE'. The
revenue obtained fromcontributions will be used for the purpose
of pronoting and supporting the objectives of the Mssouri
Coroners' and Medical Exam ners' Association (Section 301.3089).

HB 1159 - This act also allows persons to receive "Delta
Signa Theta" or "Onega Psi Phi" Greek organi zation |license plates
after maki ng an annual $25 contribution to those organizations.
In addition to the $25 contri bution, the person nmust pay $15 plus
regul ar registration fees. No additional fee shall be assessed
for the personalization of such plates. This act is simlar to
SB 1253 (2002) (Section 301. 3086) .

HB 1204 - This act allows for a special license plate for
the Friends of Arrow Rock. To obtain this special plate, a
person nust get an enblemuse authorization statenent fromthe
Friends of Arrow Rock ($25 contribution) and present the
staterment to the Departnent of Revenue at the tine of
regi stration along with a $15 fee in addition to the registration
fees and other docunents which may be required by |aw. Revenue
col l ected fromauthorization contributions nust be used solely
for the purposes of the Friends of Arrow Rock (Section 301.3092).

HB 1242 - This act allows for a special license plate

bearing the words "PREVENT DI SASTERS IN M SSOURI " for any person
who wants to pay tribute to the disaster relief efforts nmade in
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the aftermath of the events of Septenber 11, 2001. To obtain the
pl ate, a person nust get a use authorization statement ($25
contribution) fromthe Arerican Red Cross and present the
statenent at the time of registration to the Departnment of
Revenue along with a $15 fee in addition to the registration fees
and ot her docunents which may be required by law. Al revenue
derived fromcontributions for the plate, minus reasonable

admi ni strative costs, nust be deposited and used solely for the
pur poses of the Mssouri State Service Delivery Area Single

Fam |y Disaster Fund (Section 301.3088).

HB 1272 - This act allows for a special license plate for
menbers of the Mssouri El ks Association. To obtain the plate, a
person nust get a use authorization statement ($15 contri bution)
fromthe Mssouri El ks Association and present the statenent to
t he Departnent of Revenue at the time of registration along with
a $15 fee, the registration fee, and other docunents required by
law. Revenue collected from authorization contributions, mnus
reasonabl e adninistrative costs, will be used solely for the
purposes of the Mssouri El ks Association (Section 301.3118).

HB 1391 - This act all ows nenbers, former nenbers or parents
of 4-H nenbers to obtain a special license plate that woul d bear
the enbl emof 4-H and the words "M ssouri 4-H' in place of "Show
Me State". The fee for the plate will be $15. This act is
simlar to SB 737 (Section 301.481).

HB 1397 - This act allows for a special |license plate for
any nenber of the M ssouri Federation of Square and Round Dancers
Clubs. To obtain this plate, a person nust get an enbl em use
aut hori zation statenment fromthe M ssouri Federation of Square
and Round Dance C ubs ($25 contribution) and present this
statenment to the Departnent of Revenue at the tine of
registration. Upon receipt of the annual authorization statenment
and paynent of a $15 fee in addition to the registration fee and
ot her docunents required by |law, the Departnment of Revenue wil |
i ssue a personalized |icense plate bearing the enbl emof the
M ssouri Federation of Square and Round Dance O ubs (Section
301. 3096) .

HB 1411 - This act allows for a special license plate for
the Hearing |npaired Kids Endowrent Fund. To obtain the plate, a
person nust get an enbl emuse authorization statement ($25
contribution) fromthe Hearing Inpaired Kids Endownent Fund, Inc.
and present the statenent and a $15 fee, in addition to the

HB 1632 - This act allows for a special |license plate for
menbers of the Fraternal Order of Police. To obtain the plate, a
person nust get an enbl emuse authorization statement (for a $25
contribution) fromthe Fraternal Order of Police and present the
statenent along with a $15 fee in addition to the regul ar
regi stration fee and other docunents required by law. Any
contribution received by the Fraternal Order of Police of the
State of M ssouri, ninus reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of the Mssouri Fraternal O der of
Pol i ce (Section 301.3103).

HB 1714 - This act allows for a special license plate
bearing the enblem of the St. Louis College of Pharnmacy. To
obtain the plate, a person nust get a use authorization statenent
($25 contribution) fromthe St. Louis College of Pharmacy and
present the statement along with any other docunents which may be
required and paynent of a $15 fee in addition to the regul ar
registration fees to the Departnent of Revenue. The fee for
personal i zed |icense plates will not be required.

HB 1755 - This act allows for a Mssouri Travel Counci
special license plate. To obtain the plate, a person nmust get a
use authorization statenent ($25 contribution) fromthe M ssour
Travel Council and present the statenment to the Departnent of
Revenue at the tine of registration along with a $15 fee in
addition to the registration fee and other docunments whi ch nay be
required by law. Revenue collected from authorization
contributions, mnus any reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of the Mssouri Travel Counci
(Section 301.3119).

HB 1778 - This act allows for special license plates for
nenbers of the Kingdomof Calontir and the Mssouri Civil War
Reenactors Association. To obtain the plate, a person nmust get a
use aut horization statenent ($25 contribution) fromthe
respecti ve organi zati ons and present the statenent to the
Departnment of Revenue at the tine of registration along with a
$15 fee in addition to the registration fee and ot her docunents
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required by law. Revenue collected from authorization
contributions, mnus any reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of the organizations. This act is
simlar to SB 1189 and SCS/ SB 1241 et al (2002)(Sections 301. 3098
and 301. 3099).

HB 1779 - This act allows for a special license plate for
nenbers of the M ssouri-Kansas- Nebraska Conference of Teansters.
To obtain the plate, a person nust get a use authorization
statenent ($25 contribution) fromthe M ssouri-Kansas- Nebraska
Conference of Teansters and present the statenment to the
Departnment of Revenue at the tine of registration along with a
$15 fee in addition to the registration fee and other docunents
required by law. Revenue collected from authorization
contributions, mnus any reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of the M ssouri-Kansas- Nebraska
Conference of Teansters (Section 301.3101).

HB 1852 - This act allows for a special license plate for
nenbers of the Jefferson National Parks Association. To obtain
the plate, a person nust get a use authorization statenent ($25
contribution) fromthe Jefferson National Parks Association and
present the statenment to the Departnment of Revenue at the tinme of
regi stration along with a $15 fee in addition to the registration
fee and ot her docunents required by law. Revenue collected from
aut hori zation contributions, mnus any reasonabl e admi nistrative
cost, will be used solely for the purposes of the Jefferson
Nati onal Parks Association (Section 301.3117).

HB 1862 - This act allows for a special |license plate for
nmenbers of the Rotary International. To obtain the plate, a
person nust get a use authorization statement ($25 contri bution)
fromRotary International and present the statenent to the
Departnment of Revenue at the tine of registration along with a
$15 fee in addition to the registration fee and ot her docunents
required by law. Revenue collected from authorization
contributions, mnus any reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of Rotary International (Section
301. 3080) .

HB 2025 - This act allows for a special license plate for
nenbers or alumi of Greek organi zati ons Kappa Al pha Psi, lota
Phi Theta, Sigma Ganma Rho, Al pha Phi Al pha, Al pha Kappa Al pha,
Zeta Phi Beta, and Phi Beta Sigma. To obtain the plate, a person
nust get a use authorization statenent ($25 contribution) from
the respective organi zations and present the statenent to the
Depart ment of Revenue at the tine of registration along with a
$15 fee in addition to the registration fee and other documents
required by law. Revenue collected from authorization
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contributions, mnus any reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of these G eek organizations
(Section 301.3109).

HB 2123 - This act allows for a special license plate for
the Friends of the Mssouri Wwnen's Council. To obtain the
pl ate, a person nust get a use authorization statement ($25
contribution) fromthe Friends of the Mssouri Wnen's Counci
and present the statenent to the Departnent of Revenue at the
time of registration along with a $15 fee in addition to the
registration fee and other docunents required by |aw. Revenue
col l ected fromauthorization contributions, mnus any reasonabl e
adm ni strative cost, will be used solely for the purposes of
provi di ng breast cancer services, including but not limted to
screening, treatnent, staging, and foll ow up services (Section
301. 3084) .

This act nodifies the classes of vehicles in which notorists
may receive a Mssouri Conservation Heritage Foundation |icense
pl ate (Section 301.469).

This act creates the "God Bl ess Anerica" |license plate. Any
person desiring such a plate shall pay $10 to the WNI Menoria
Fund. The person shall also pay an additional $15 fee to the
Department of Revenue in addition to regular registration fees.
This provision is identical to SCS/ SB 960 (2002).

This act prohibits the Director of the Departnment of Revenue
fromissuing specialized Iicense plates for sponsoring
organi zati ons which raise revenues fromthe use of their enblens
on such plates unless the organi zation is a governmental entity
or a not-for-profit organization. Current organi zati ons shal
have until January 1, 2004, to conply with the provisions of this
section. The Director shall require such organizations to verify
their eligibility status. This act restricts the enbl emuse
aut hori zation fees to be only used for the organi zation's
charitable mssion. Special license plates sponsored by such
organi zations shall only be issued if the director receives 100
applications or if the organization pays the "start-up" costs of
such plates and the director receives at |east 10 applications.

This provision is simlar to (but not identical to) one

contained in SCS/SB 1241 et al (2002).

SS/ SCS/ HCS/ HBs 1150, 1237 & 1327 - This act authorizes the
Departnment of Revenue (DOR) and the Admi nistrative Hearing
Conmi ssion (AHC) to abate all or part of the tax liability of a
taxpayer in certain situations, including those situations in
whi ch:

(1) The taxpayer fails to collect, account for or pay a tax
whi ch others in the same industry or occupation also failed to
pay, perhaps due to m scomuni cation between DOR and a specific
i ndustry or profession about the taxability of a certain event or
transacti on;

(2) The taxpayer does not have sufficient ability to pay
the entire anount of the tax due; or
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(3) Collection of the tax would underm ne conpliance with
the tax | aws.

Bef ore the Department of Revenue can abate any part of a
taxpayer's liability, the Director nust forward a copy of the
abat ement agreenent to the Attorney General. The Attorney Cenera
has up to 30 days to review the agreenent for |egal form and
content and may offer proposed revisions to protect the interests
of the state. This provision will expire on January 1, 2005.

The act directs that in situations where DOR or the AHC
grant this type of relief to a taxpayer, the application of the
tax at issue shall be prospective for that taxpayer, such that
the taxability of the event or transaction begins after the DOR
or AHC decision on the issue. 1In order to qualify for whole or
partial abatenment, a taxpayer mnmust agree to several conditions
set forth in the act, such as paying his or her own attorney fees
and expenses. The taxpayer has a right to rely upon agreenents
made by the Departnent of Revenue pursuant to the act.

A tax amesty programis authorized by the act for
penalties, additions to tax, and interest on delinquencies which
occurred prior to Decenber 31, 2001. To be eligible for the
program a taxpayer nust submit and pay all unpaid taxes due
bet ween August 1, 2002, and Cctober 31, 2002. Al new revenues
resulting fromthe tax ammesty programwi ||l be deposited in the
State School Moneys Fund, unless otherw se earnarked by the
M ssouri Constitution, or unless they are revenues not bel ongi ng
to the state.

The act creates the "Sinplified Sales Tax Administration" in
M ssouri, as found in SB 1154. The adm nistration shall consi st
of seven nenbers, one of which will be selected by the CGovernor,
two selected fromeach of the majority | eaders of the House and
Senate, and one fromeach of the ninority |eaders of the House
and Senat e.

The administration will have the duty of entering into
nmul ti state di scussions for the purposes of review ng and anmendi ng
a nultistate agreenent concerning sinplified sales and use tax
processes. The adninistration shall report to the committee
charged with reviewing tax issues annually.

The authority of the del egates to review and anend or accept
nmultistate agreenents will have no effect on the |aws or
obligations of this state. The approval of the General Assenbly
and the Governor will be required before any law of this state
shall be effected by a nmultistate agreenent.
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The act al so makes various changes related to the assessnent
and | evy of property taxes. The act:

(1) Requires separate levies to be cal cul ated and roll ed-
back wi thin each subclass of real property and for persona
property using the assessed valuation of each subclass of rea

produced under a single |evy process. Under current law, the
assessed val uation of all subclasses of real property and
personal property are conbined to calcul ate one levy to be
applied to all classes of property equally;

(2) Wiere the taxing authority is a school district, the
act apportions state-assessed railroad and utility property
equal |y anong the three classes of property for the purpose of
calculating the levy for the particular subclasses; this
apportionment does not affect the levy applied to state-assessed
railroad and utility property;

(3) Requires the governing body of any politica
subdivision that levies a tax rate lower than its tax rate
ceiling to approve by a mgjority vote of the governing body at a
public neeting any increase of that |lowered rate up to the tax
ceiling. This portion does not apply to school districts;

(4) Sets a fornula for determining a blended property tax
rate by school districts for purposes of receiving state aid for
public schools through the state foundation formul a;

(5) Requires each taxing jurisdiction to calculate its tax
rate out to four decinmal points, except for those with a tax rate
under a dollar. Current law requires the rate to be cal cul ated
out to three decinal points;

(6) Requires a physical inspection of property during
reassessnent when the assessed val ue increases 15% or nore.
Current |aw requires a physical inspection when property
i ncreases 17% or nore;

(7) Defines physical inspection of property during
reassessnent as an on-site personal observation of the | and and
the exterior portions of the buildings available to the
i nspector. "Drive-by" inspections will not qualify. The
assessor's staff nmust notify the owner or occupant that a
physi cal inspection was performed. This provision will only
apply to St. Louis County;

(8) Alows credit cards to be used as a nethod of paynent
for property taxes by the county collectors; and

(9) Requires the board of equalization in St. Louis County
to provide witten findings of fact and conclusions of |aw to any
t axpayer subject to hearing before the board.

Al of the above provisions related to property taxation
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will becone effective January 1, 2003, for St. Louis County and
wi Il become effective for all other taxing jurisdictions on
January 1, 2005.

The act contains an energency cl ause.

FUEL TAX SUNSET - This act renpves the 2008 sunset on the 6-cent
gas tax. This provision is also contained in CCS/HS/ SS/ SCS/ SB
915 et al (Section 142.803)

H GHWAYS AND TRANSPORTATI ON DEPARTMENT FUND CAP - This act
revises the cap on the anmount of noney the M ssouri H ghway
Patrol can receive fromthe H ghways and Transportation
Department Fund. Under this act, the highway patrol and the
actual costs incurred by the office of adm nistration on behal f
of the highway patrol and enpl oyees of the departnent of
transportation are exenpt fromthe cap beginning fiscal year 2004
This act al so provides that appropriations nmade to the H ghway
Patrol fromthe hi ghways and transportation department fund shal
be made in accordance with Article IV, section 30(b) of the

M ssouri Constitution. Any current funding fromthe hi ghways and
transportation fund used for activities not related to enforcing
not or vehicle laws shall be funded from other sources shal

expire on June 30, 2007. This amendnent also requires the state
auditor to exam ne and audit such appropriations to the patro
(SA 1) (section 226.200). This provision is sinmlar to one
contained in the |latest version of SB 915.
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TEN-M LE RULE - This act elimnates the requirenment that road
projects be bid in sections not to exceed 10 mles (Section
227.100). This provision is contained in the perfected version
of SB 970 et al (2002).

DESIGN -BU LD - The act al so authorizes MoDOT to enter into three
pil ot design-build projects, two of which shall be fromthe 1992
Fifteen Year Plan. The authority to enter into such projects
shall expire on July 1, 2012, unless extended by statute (Section
227.107).

AVI ATION FUEL TAX - This act increases the cap on the amount of
aviation jet tax revenues which may be deposited in the Aviation
Trust Fund. Current law only permits $5 million of the aviation
jet fuel tax revenues to be placed in the fund. This anmount is
increased to $6 nmillion. This act also extends the sunset on the
aviation jet fuel tax section to Decenber 31, 2008 (Section
144.805). Under current |law, the conm ssion may match state
funds at a 80% 1l evel and locals at a 20% 1l evel. This is changed
to a 90/10 fornula (section 305.230). This act also nodifies the
| anguage regarding the deposit of unclainmed aviation fue

refunds. The current |law states that "If any person fails to
apply for a refund as provided in Chapter 142, RSMb, he makes a

gift of his refund to the Aviation Trust Fund". The new | anguage
sinply states that the refund amount will be deposited in such
f und.

FEE OFFI CES - This act increases the fees collected by non-
Depart ment of Revenue offices for biennial l|icenses issued and
for six year licenses. The fees for |icenses renewed biennially
are increased from$4.00 to $5.00 begi nni ng August 28, 2002.

Begi nning July 1, 2003, |icenses renewed annually are increased
from$2.50 to $3.50 and biennial licenses are increased from
$5.00 to $7.50. Beginning July 1, 2003, fees for six-year
driver's licenses are increased from$4 to $5. Beginning July 1,
2003, this act requires all Departnent of Revenue branch offices
to collect the sanme fees charged by fee offices (section

136. 055).

Bl LLBOARD LAW - This act updates requirenents of federal lawto
include primaries as of June 1, 1991. This act specifically
allows Tri-vision, projection and changeabl e nessage signs to be
subj ect to MoDOT regul ations. This act allows cutouts and

ext ensi ons on nonconform ng signs. This act makes existing
stacked signs | egal nonconform ng. Wen stacked signs were
prohibited in 1999, the statute provided that existing signs were
not conform ng which nmeant they could be rebuilt. By naking

exi sting signs legal nonconform ng, the signs could be phased out
over tine as they need replacing. This act adopts a m ni mum of
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1,400 feet (up from500 feet) spacing between signs on al

primary and interstate hi ghways. This act nodifies the
definition of "unzoned conmercial and industrial [and" by
expandi ng the commercial activity area from600 feet to 750 feet
on either side of a qualifying business. This act elininates the
opposite side of the road as part of the unzoned commerci al areas
on primaries and interstates.

The act requires business to have the presence of an owner
or enployee on the prenmi ses for at |east 20 hours per week to be
considered a valid business when determ ning whether a property
is commrercial or industrial. This act increases original permt
fee to erect a billboard from $28.50 to $200. This act increases
bi enni al inspection fees to $50 on August 28, 2002, $75 on August
28, 2003, and $100 on August 28, 2004. This act allows for the
non- conpensat ed renoval of billboards for failing to pay fees
over 12 months. This act increases the anmount of time to cure a
bill board violation from30 to 60 days. This act requires actua
notice of a violation before renoval of a sign. This act
requi res vegetation pernmits to be issued according to current
MoDOT rul es and regul ati ons(sections 226.540, 226.550, 226.573,
226.580 and 226.585). The billboard provisions are sinmlar to
ones contained in HB 1508 (2002).

This act allows for several new special |icense plates.

This act allows a special license plate for nmenbers of the
Cvil Air Patrol. To obtain the plate, a person nust get a use
aut hori zation statenent ($15 contribution) fromthe Cvil Air
Patrol and present the statenent and a $15 fee along with any
ot her docunents which may be required by law. The fee for
personal i zed license plates will not be required, and there wll
be no limt on the nunber of Cvil Air Patrol license plates any
person may obtain (section 301.3060).

This act allows Veterans to receive Veterans' |icense plates
for their notorcycles. |In addition to regular registration fees,
the person shall pay an additional fee of $15.

This provisions is simlar to SB 644 (2002) (Section 301.4000).

This act clarifies what vehicles a retired mlitary plate
may be obtai ned for (excludes apportioned notor vehicles) and
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that no linmts are put on the nunber of plates any person may
obtain. No additional fee will be charged for these plates
(Section 301.441).

This act allows for a special license plate for any person
serving on active duty in any branch of the mlitary and is part
of "Operation Enduring Freedom and " OPERATI ON NOBLE EAGLE'. To
obtain the plate, individuals nust furnish proof of service in
Qperation Enduring Freedomto the Departnent of Revenue al ong
with payment of a $15 fee in addition to the registration fee
required by law. Only one set of plates may be issued per
applicant. This act is simlar to SB 957 (2002) (Sections
301. 3090 and 301.3116).

This act elimnates the requirenment that 100 requests be
nmade for certain special license plates prior to allow ng the
i ssuance of the plates (Section 301.448).

This act allows for a special license plate for nenbers of
the Veterans of Foreign Wars. To obtain the plate, a person nust
get a use authorization statenent ($25 contribution) fromthe
Vet erans of Foreign Wars and present the statenment to the
Depart ment of Revenue at the tine of registration along with a
$15 fee in addition to the registration fee and other documents
required by law. Revenue collected from authorization
contributions, mnus any reasonable adm nistrative cost, will be
used solely for the purposes of the Veterans of Foreign Wars
(Section 301.3105).

This act allows for a special license plate for nmenbers of
the M ssouri Task Force One. To obtain the plate, a person mnust
present appropriate proof of eligibility to the Departnment of
Revenue at the tinme of registration along with a $15 fee in
addition to the registration fee and other docunments required by
law. No nore than one set of plates can be issued to a qualified
applicant (Section 301.3107).

This act allows any surviving spouse of an individual who
woul d have been eligible to obtain a United States Arnmed Forces,
Coast Quard, Merchant Marines, Reserves, M ssouri National Guard,
or United States Marine Corps League special license plate to
obtain the plate as long as the spouse does not renmarry (Section
301. 450) .

This act allows Mrines and Navy veterans who have
participated in active duty conbat action to receive a "Conbat
Action Ri bbon" license plate. There is a $15 fee in addition to
regular registration fees. This provision is identical to the
one contained in SCS/ SB 745 (2002) (Section 301.3085)

The
vehicle fleet manager will institute and supervise a state fleet
vehi cl e tracking systemin which the cost of ow ng and operating
state vehicles will be docunented by state agencies. State
agenci es shall report the purchase and sale of vehicles to the
fl eet nmanager as well as provide additional information. The
Ofice of Adnministration shall establish guidelines for

determ ning the nost cost-effective and reasonabl e node of
travel. State agencies shall pay a state vehicle fleet fee for
each vehicle that it owns for the purpose of funding the state
fleet vehicle tracking system (Section 37.450). Under this act,
certain proceeds generated by the sale of agency surplus vehicles
may be deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the
Ofice of Admnistration revolving trust fund. These noneys
shall only be used for the purchase of agency vehicles (Section
37.452). This act requires all state agencies to be responsible
for obtaining vehicle inspections for their notor vehicles
(Section 307.402). These sections have an energency cl ause.

FI RST CLASS H GHWAY ADM NI STRATORS - This act renpbves Section
61. 021, RSMo, which currently requires all first class county
hi ghway admi ni strators to be M ssouri residents.

MOTORCYCLE SAFETY TRUST FUND - This act nodifies the | anguage
contained in the "Mdtorcycle Safety Trust Fund". Under this act,
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a surcharge of $1 shall be assessed on all crimnal cases,

vi ol ati ons of county ordinances, state traffic |aws. Under
current law, a $5 judgnent is assessed on nmotorcycle violations
(section 302.137). This provision is also contained in SCS/ SB
721 et al (2002).

SKI LL PERFORMANCE EVALUATI ON CERTI FI CATES - This act authorizes
the Division of Mdtor Carrier and Railroad Safety to grant skil
performance evaluation certificates to intrastate drivers who do
not neet the federal m nimum nedical standards. This anendnent
outlines what an applicant nust subnmt to the Division in order
to receive a skill performance evaluation certificate. The
anendnent al so authorizes the division to promul gate rul es and
regul ations regardi ng the issuance of such certificates. Under
t he proposed anendnent, any regul ati ons pronul gated by the

Di vi si on cannot be inplenented if they would jeopardi ze federa
funding to the state (Section 622.555).

COMMERCI AL DRIVER S LI CENSES - This act requires applicants for
comercial driver's licenses to conply with the requirenents of
the U S. Patriot Act of 2001 (Section 302.720). This act

i ncreases the exam nation fee for commercial driver |icenses from
$5 to $25, as well as the renewal fee. The exam nation program
shall require a reexam nation of at |east 10% of those drivers
who have passed a skills test administered by a third-party
tester. This act also deletes the ability of the director to

wai ve the driving test for a coomercial driver's license
(Sections 302.720 and 302.721).

MODOT TOWNG - This act provides that if MDOT renpbves any
property froma road, MDOT enpl oyees shall nove the property to
t he shoul der or berm of the roadway, and the enpl oyees shall not
use a wecker, tow truck, or roll-back in the renoval process
(Section 226.1115).

OVERSI ZED VEHI CLES - Current |law allows the Chief Engineer of the
Depart ment of Transportation, upon proper application, to issue
special permts allow ng the novenent of vehicles hauling | unber
products and earth-novi ng equi pnent not in excess of 14 feet w de
on state and federal highways. This act renobves this provision
and all ows vehicles hauling oversized | unmber products and eart h-
novi ng equi pnent, without limtations, to be permtted (HB 1270 -
Section 304. 200).

EMERGENCY VEHI CLES - This act requires drivers to take certain
actions, including yielding the right-of-way when possible, when
an energency vehicle is approaching. This provision is contained
SB 721 (2002).
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TRAFFI C LAWS - Current M ssouri |law requires drivers to obey
traffic-related signals and directions given by nenbers of the

M ssouri Hi ghway Patrol (Section 43.170, RSMb). Failure to
follow such direction is a m sdeneanor offense. This act extends
the reach of the current |aw by also requiring drivers to obey
signals and directions given by sheriffs and deputy sheriffs.
This provision is identical to provisions contained in SB 237
(2001). This act nodifies the nental state required of a person
who fails to conply with an lawful order of a police officer or
fire department official fromw llfully to knowi ngly. This act

i ncludes blue flashing lights for authorized enmergency vehicl es.
This act renoves the requirenent that the notorman of a streetcar
stop the streetcar upon the approach of an authorized energency
vehicle. This act renoves the provision of |aw regarding witten
accident reports. This act renpves the exclusion that witten
accident reports shall not be used as evidence in a court
proceedi ng. This act expands the rule that a driver shall not
foll ow an enmergency vehicle closer than 500 feet. The current
restriction only applies to fire engines. This act renoves a
provi sion of |aw regarding when police officers are authorized to
renove notor vehicles. These provisions are contained in SB 818
(2002)and in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002).

HEAD | NJURY FUND - This act creates the "Head | njury Fund" for

use by the Mssouri Head Injury Advisory Council. A new Section
304.028 creates the Fund for the receipt of judgments, grants,
private donations, and other noneys. Such funds will be used for

the integration of nmedical, social, and educational services and
for outreach to individuals with traumatic head injury and their
famlies. Unexpended balances will not transfer to genera
revenue. This section also adds a $2.00 surcharge for violations
of any county ordi nance or state crimnal or traffic law Such
surcharge will be deposited into the Head Injury Fund. This is
substantially simlar to SB 757 (2002) and SB 41 (2001). This
provision is also contained in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002).

SPI NAL CORD I NJURY FUND - This act also nodifies the | anguage on
the Spinal Cord Injury Fund. Instead of a $25 fee for every
intoxicated related offense (current law), a $2 surcharge will be
assessed on every violation of crimnal or traffic offense. The
noney will be deposited in the Spinal Cord Injury Fund. This
provision is also contained in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002).

PERM T DRI VER STICKERS - This act requires the Director of the
Depart ment of Revenue to issues stickers or signs which bear the
words "PERM T DRIVER' to pernmit drivers. The sticker or sign may
be affixed to the rear wi ndow of the notor vehicle by the permt
driver. This language is contained in SB 930 (2002). This
provision is also contained in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002)(section
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302. 130).

| NTERFERI NG W TH AN ARREST - The act adds resisting or
interfering with a detention or stop to the current crine of
resisting or interfering with arrest. This act creates the
presunption that a person is fleeing a vehicle stop if the person
continues to operate a notor vehicle after seeing energency
lights or hearing a siren fromthe | aw enforcenment vehicle that
is pursuing the person. This act nakes resisting or interfering
with an arrest, detention, or stop is a Cass D felony. This act
al so makes resisting an arrest by fleeing in such a manner which
creates a substantial risk or serious physical injury or death a
class D felony. This language is simlar to that contained in SB
807 (2002). This provision is also contained in SCS/SB 721 et a
(2002).

HAZARDOUS MATERI ALS - This act prohibits persons from
transporting hazardous materials through highway tunnels. This
act al so prohibits parking vehicles containing hazardous
materials within 300 feet of a highway tunnel unless allowed by
federal regulations. Violation of this act is a Class B

m sdenmeanor for the first offense, and a C ass A m sdeneanor for
a second or subsequent offense (Section 304.370). This provision
is also contained in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002).

ABANDONED MOTOR VEHI CLES - This act provides that for any vehicle
towed fromthe scene of an accident at the request of |aw
enforcenent and not retrieved by the vehicle's owner within five
days of the accident, the agency requesting the tow shall wite
out an abandoned property report or a crime inquiry and

i nspection report (Section 304.001). A provision sinilar to this
is also contained in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002).

SEGMYS - This act allows electric personal assistive nobility
devices (EPAVMD) to be operated on streets, highways, sidewal ks
and bicycle paths and grants operators the rights and duties
applicable to pedestrians. Persons under 16 years of age shal

not operate an EPAMD, except for an operator with a nobility-
related disability. EPAMDs may only be operated on roadways wth
a speed linmt of 45 nph or less. Such devices, however, may be
used to cross roadways with higher speed limts. EPMADs shall
equi pped with lanps and red reflectors when operated during the
peri od fromone-half hour after sunset to one-half hour before
sunrise. Operators of such devices shall ride the device as near
to the right side of the roadway. Any person 17 years of age who
violates this act shall be guilty of an infraction with a maxi mum
fine of $25. |If a person under the age of 17 years of age
violates this act, the police officer may i nmpound the device for
a period not to exceed five days. Cities and counties nmay adopt
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regul ati ons or ordi nances which are nore restrictive than the
provisions of the act with respect to speed, area of operation
and other safety neasures. These provisions are sinilar to SB
1098 and HB 1746 (2002)(Sections 307.205 - 307.211). These
provisions are also contained in SCS/SB 721 et al (2002).

DRI VI NG WH LE REVOKED - This act inserts the phrase "or any other
state" to Section 302.321, RSMb, so that a person operating a
notor vehicle with a cancell ed, suspended or revoked |icense hy
any state will be committing the crinme of driving while revoked.
In State of Mssouri v. Rowe (January 8, 2002), the M ssour
Suprenme Court held that a person whose lowa |icense was revoked
under lowa | aw was not subject to Mssouri's driving while
revoked | aw because it only applied to Mssouri revocations.

This section also includes county and mnuni ci pal violations toward
t he enhanced penalty provisions of the driving while revoked | aw
(Section 302.321). This provision also requires that for the
enhanced penalties for driving while revoked to apply that the
prior offenses occurred within 10 years of the present offense
and that the person served a sentence of 10 days or nore on the
previous offenses. This provision is also contained in SCS/ SB
721 et al (2002).

The Conservation Conmi ssion nmay adm ni ster cost-share
incentive programto pronbte sustainable forestry on private

AGRI CULTURAL MARKETI NG - This act sets up the "Organic Production
and Certification Fee Fund" and "The M ssouri Agricultura
Products Marketing Devel opnent Fund" for the pronotion of

M ssouri agricul tural products.

BOLL VEEVIL - The act changes the referendumtine for assessnents
fromfive to ten years.

FERAL HOGS - This act defines feral hogs and prohibits the
rel ease of theminto the wild. The act also allows a person to
kill a feral hog and not be |iable to the owner

W NE AND GRAPES - The pro rata charge is increased to six dollars
per ton of grapes, or 160 gallons of grape juice produced by
conmer ci al producers of this state. This fee shall deposited in
the "M ssouri Wne Marketing and Research Devel opnent Fund". O
this fee, three dollars per ton, or 160 gall ons of grape juice
shal | be used for research and adverti senment of grapes and grape
products.

This act also allows for the collection of an additional six
cents per gallon of wine sold. This nmoney shall be deposited in
t he "Marketing Devel opnent Fund", which is to be used by the
Department of Agriculture to research and advertise grapes and
grape products in M ssouri

NEW GENERATI ON COOPS - This act expands the definition of New

Under this act, any know ng
m srepresentation in providing materials in a | anguage other than
English shall be a violation of the Unfair Trade Practices Act.

The permt allows the operation of the notor vehicle by any
titleholder or relative within the second degree of consanguinity
who resides in the househol d.

The act does not prohibit the use of |abels, stickers,
decal conani a, or informational signs on notor vehicles; the
application of tinting or solar screening material on
recreational vehicles; or factory-installed tinted glass. This
act also renbves any restrictions on tinting of rear side w ndows
and rear wi ndows. The degree of sun tinting on vehicle w ndows
will no longer be a part of notor vehicle inspections.

access to the Internet by local rule. Any school board nenber,
of ficer or enployee, including library personnel, who willfully
negl ects or refuses conply with this section shall be subject to
the penalties (a fine of not nore than $500 or inprisonnment in
the county jail not to exceed one year) inposed pursuant to
Section 162. 091, RSMb. Any public school enployee, public library
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enpl oyee, officer, or trustee; or Internet service provider who
complies with the law shall not be liable if a mnor gains access
to pornographic material through the use of the school's
conputer. These provisions are simlar to HCS/ SS/ SB 665 (2002).

NET METERI NG (Section 386.887) - This act creates the
"Consunmer Clean Energy Act" which all ows custoner-generators of
electricity to sell, by agreenent, energy generated to the
whol esal e generator. This energy shall be treated as energy
generated by the generator providing electricity to the retai
electric supplier. Each retail electric supplier shall calculate
the net energy neasurenent for a custoner-generator

This act requires each retail electric supplier to maintain
and nake avail able records of the total generating capacity of
cust onmer - generators and the energy source used.

The custoner-generator shall pay the cost of neeting the
standards set out in this bill and any cost to install additiona
controls, netering or additional tests.

Applications by a custoner-generator for interconnection to
the distribution systemshall be acconpanied by certification
froma qualified professional

These provisions are simlar to SB 1100 (2002).

TELECOVMUNI CATI ONS (Section 392.410) - This act nodifies
Section 392. 410, RSMb, by exenpting fromrestriction the ability
of political subdivisions to provide certain tel econmunication
providers with services or facilities on a nondiscrininatory,
conpetitively-neutral basis, and at a price which covers cost,
including inputed costs. This section term nates on August 28,
2007. The PSCis required to do an annual study on the economc
i mpacts of this section. This portionis sinilar to SB 886
(2002).

AGGREGATE PURCHASI NG OF NATURAL GAS FOR SCHOOLS - This act
creates a nmechani smfor school districts to aggregate purchases
natural gas through a not-for-profit school association. During
the first year participationis limted to public schools and
thereafter to all schools or school districts for elenmentary and
secondary education. M ssouri gas corporations are required to
file a set of small volunme transportation schedules or tariffs
applicable to public school districts by August 1, 2002. These
provisions will termnate on June 1, 2005. These provisions are
simlar to SB 900 (2002).

PUBLI C SERVI CE COW SSION - This act renoves a joint

nmuni ci pal utility comr ssion from being considered a corporation
subj ect to oversight by the Public Service Conm ssion (Sections
386. 025, 393.295 and 393. 765).

Bonds issued by a joint municipal utility conmi ssion may be
sold at a public or private sale and at such price as the
conmi ssion shall determ ne (Section 393.725).

Al property acquired as a result of the bonds shall be
subject to taxation only to the sane extent as other property
owned by the nmunicipality in proportion to the nmunicipality's
interest or participation in the property (Section 393.740).

EM SSI ONS FOR CYCLONE- FI RED BO LERS - The act limts
em ssions fromcyclone-fired boilers which burn tire derived fue
to eighty percent of the limts in the Clean Air Act.

A contractor nmay not wi thhold retainage from subcontractor
in a percentage greater than their own retai nage unl ess the
performance is not in accordance with the subcontract. Upon a
rel ease of retainage, contractors are to pronptly pay
subcontractors their ratable share of the retai nage rel eased.
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If a subcontractor's performance is satisfactorily
conpl eted, the subcontractor may be released prior to substantia
conpl etion of the entire project. Wthin 30 days of reaching
substantial conpletion, all retainage nust be rel eased by the
owner | ess 150% of the cost of remaining itens to conplete.
Thereafter the contractor nust pay subcontractors within 7 days.
Substantial conpletion is defined as the occurrence of the
earlier of the architect or engineer issuing a certificate of
substantial conpletion or the owner accepting the performance of
the full contract.

If retainage is withheld wongfully a court may award
interest on the amobunt at 1 1/2% per nonth plus attorney's fees.
This act will apply to certain contracts entered after August 28
2002. Agreenents formed after August 28, 2002, will be
unenforceable to the extent that their provisions conflict with
this act.

A parent will not be prosecuted for the
abandonnent of a child up to five days old and a parent will have
an affirmati ve defense to prosecution for the abandonment of a
child between six and thirty days old if he or she | eaves the
child with any of the foll ow ng:

- In the custody of a nedical facility staff menber, provider, or
vol unt eer;

A firefighter or energency nedi cal technician; or

A | aw enforcenent officer;

The child may be no nmore than thirty days old and may not
have been physically abused or neglected by the parent.

The person with whomthe child is left nust take physica
custody of the child and, if the child is not initially delivered
to a nmedical facility, such person nust do so. The nedica
facility nust provide necessary treatnent to protect the child's
health or safety and must notify the Division of Family Services
(DFS) and local juvenile officer. Upon notification, the
juvenile officer nmust follow appropriate procedures for the child
to be nade a ward of the court and for DFS to take custody of the
child. The parent's delivery of the child shall constitute
i mpl i ed consent to relinquishment of his or her parental rights.

In a termnation of parental rights proceeding, the juvenile
of ficer nmust give public notice about the relinquishnment of the
child. The nonrelinquishing parent will have thirty days to
respond and attenpt to establish parental rights if the parent
wi shes to do so. The court nust establish paternity or
maternity, reviewthe putative father registry, and notify the
putative father, if identified. |f a nonrelinquishing parent
inquires of a nmedical facility at which a child is left, the
facility shall refer the parent to DFS and the juvenile court.

Any aut hori zed person who receives the child will not be
liable if custody was taken in good faith w thout negligence. The
Di vision nmust provide a toll-free tel ephone nunber and ot her
information to informthe public about this process. This act
shall not conflict with Section 210.125, RSMo (Section 210.950).

This act is substantially simlar to SB 687 (2002).

CERF (Section 50.1020) - Al new hires of the counties wll
pay a 4% of conpensation contribution for enpl oyees hired on or
after February 25, 2002. The contribution nmay be paid either by
the county or the enployee, at the election of the county.
(Section 50.1040) - Allows an optional contribution, at the
option of the county, for nenbers of CERF not to exceed 4% for
non- LAGERS enpl oyees. The contribution shall be paid by the
nenber .

ACCRUAL OF SICK LEAVE - (Section 217.665) The act provides
that any active nenber of the board of probation and parol e who
accrued unused sick |leave prior to July 1, 2000, shall not be
denied the use or ability to have that unused sick | eave credited
toward retirenent. This provision affects nmenbers of the Board
of Probation and Parole and certain Directors of State agencies
as a result of the inplenmentation of Section 105.950.

ST. LQUIS CITY POLI CE RETI REMENT - Changes the nethod of
cal cul ation of average final conpensation for nenbers who earn

creditabl e service on or after Cctober 1, 2001. It also includes
transportation fringe benefits as "earnabl e conpensation". Any
chai rman of the board of trustees nmay serve w thout term
limtations. Paynments from DROP accounts to survivors will be

nmade in a lunp sumwithin 60 days after receipt of proof of
death. The act also clarifies interest paynents on DROP
distributions. The act addresses eligible rollovers of benefits.
These provisions are simlar to HB 2144 (2002).

ST. LQUIS CITY FlI REFI GHTERS RETI REMENT - This act allows a
firefighter to term nates enploynment with five or nore years of
service but less than twenty years to apply at age 62 for a
service retirenent allowance. The nmethod of cal culation and
paynent to survivors is indicated. The act also provides for a
m ni mrum nont hly benefit for surviving spouses of $525 and for
nenbers $625. The act al so renpves restrictions on retirenent
i ncreases which have previously been linmted by the Consuner
Price I ndex. Effective May 1, 2002, upon proof of death in the
line of duty a widowwi |l receive a retirenent all owance equal to
70% of the pay for the next highest step above the nenber's range
at the tinme of death.

BACK DROP FOR STATE EMPLOYEES - This act allows a retiree to
el ect to take any portion of the eligible service for the back
DROP in 12-nonth increnents.

This portion is contained in SCS/SB 1133 (2002).
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HEHPRS: Enpl oyee | eave taken by an enpl oyee wi t hout
conpensation pursuant to the Fam |y Medical Leave Act may be
counted as continuous service. The board is authorized to
contract for provision of disability benefits to nmenbers.

The act nodifies paynments and net hod of calculation to
survivors, including surviving spouses and chil dren under the age
of twenty-one.

The act clarifies that any paynents fromthe HEHPRS
retirement systemshall be subject to the collection of child
support or spousal nmaintenance. The H ghway Conm ssion may
contract with others for the provision of health and death
benefits.

This portion is contained in SCS/SB 1133 (2002).

MSEP and MSEP 2000: Enpl oyees who have forfeited credited
service may restore the forfeited service upon continuous
enpl oynent for one year.

The act revises provisions relating to reenpl oynment of
retired nmenbers. Benefits would cease upon being hired in a
position requiring at |east 1000 hours per year and the enpl oyee
woul d be considered a new enpl oyee with no previous creditable
service accruing additional creditable service. The retiree
woul d then receive an additional retirenment benefit for the
additional creditable retirenment upon retirenment. The origina
annuity and the additional annuity shall be paid conmenci ng one
nonth after termnation of enploynent.

Menbers are all owed
to designate a beneficiary for a final paynent of a retirenent
benefit.

MSEP: Menbers who terminate enpl oynent on or after
Sept enber 1, 2002, will no longer have the option of cashing out
of the system

This portion is contained in SCS/SB 1133 (2002).
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MSEP 2000: The act defines responsibilities and obligations
for persons enployed by the Board to administer disability
benefits and establishes appeal s procedures. Enployees may not
receive creditabl e service in MSEP or MBEP 2000 for period in
whi ch the enpl oyee participated in a defined contribution plan of
a college or university.

The beneficiary of any nmenber who purchased creditable
service shall receive a refund upon the nenbers death and the
nmet hod for calculation of the refund is provided.

The act changes the nunber of bienniuns necessary for
retirement eligibility for nmenbers of the General Assenbly.

(2002).

TRANSFERS OF SERVICE: Any person who has transferred
service pursuant to Section 104.800 nmay el ect to make an
additi onal transfer of service prior to retirenent. |n no event
shall the transfer of service exceed eight years. This portion
is contained in SCS/SB 1133 (2002).

ALL PENSI ON PLANS - All public pension plans are required to
bi enni ally prepare an actuarial valuation that conplies with the
CGovernnmental Accounting Standards Board reconmended standards and
gui delines for public sector pension plans. This portion is
simlar to HB 1674 (2002).

DURABLE POAER OF ATTORNEY - (Section 104.1093) - Allows for
the designation of an agent, for a retired nmenber who becones
i ncapaci tated where there has been no designation of a durable
power of attorney.

a 60-day period is deened approved. This act also requires
comercial casualty insurance rates shall not be excessive.

This act nodifies the | aw regarding actuarial data to
acconpany casualty insurance rates. Under the current |aw, such
data nmust acconpany every rating plan or filing. Under this act,
such supporting data is only necessary if the Director requests
the data to determ ne whether the rates are excessive,

i nadequate, or unfairly discrimnatory.

This act deletes a provision fromthe | aw which exenpt ed
comercial property insurance and conmercial casualty insurance
policies fromcertain provisions of the | aw which concern
regul ation by the departnent of policy |anguage, policy
provisions or the format of such policies, or the rates
associ ated with such policies.

The act prohibits insurers fromtaking an adverse action
agai nst an applicant or insured based upon credit infornmation
when: (1) credit information is the only underwiting factor; (2)
using information contained in a credit report that the insurance
conpany knows to be in dispute; or (3) renewing a contract, unti
the third anniversary date of such a contract.

The act prohibits insurance conpanies from (1) providing
credit infornmation to third parties, unless specifically
aut hori zed by the federal Fair Credit Reporting Act; and (2)
usi ng the nunber of insurance inquiries an applicant nmakes as a
negative factor in their insurance scoring fornmulas.

This act requires insurance conpanies to: (1) informthe
applicant, at the tine of application, if credit infornmation my
be used as an underwiting factor; (2) informthe applicant about
his or her rights regarding their credit informtion when a
credit report adversely affects the applicant; and (3) provide to
the applicant or insured a statenent of reasons for taking any
adverse action which was based upon credit information if the
i nsured or applicant requests such a statenent within 30 days of
the adverse action. The statenent nust be clear and specific, so
that a person of average intelligence can identify the basis for
the insurer's decision without further inquiry. Applicants and
i nsureds may request reevaluation within 30 days follow ng any
correction to their credit report.

The provisions of this act applies to autonobile and
property insurance contracts entered into on or after July 1,
2003.

When stacked
signs were prohibited in 1999, the statute provided that existing
signs were not conform ng which neant they could be rebuilt. By
maki ng exi sting signs |egal nonconform ng, the signs could be
phased out over tine as they need repl aci ng.

SPACI NG ZONI NG - This act adopts a ninimumof 1,400 feet (up
from 500 feet) spacing between signs on all primry and
interstate highways. This act nodifies the definition of
"unzoned conmercial and industrial |and" by expanding the
conmercial activity area from600 feet to 750 feet on either side
of a qualifying business. The act also nodifies the definition
of "zoned conmercial or industrial area" by requiring that
comercially zoned areas have a commercial business within 750
feet before outdoor advertising is pernmitted (Section
226.540(6)). This act requires businesses to have the presence
of an owner or enpl oyee on the prenises for at |east 20 hours per

PERM T FEES - This act increases original pernmit fee to erect a

REMOVAL OF BILLBOARDS - This act allows for the non-conpensated
removal of billboards for failing to pay fees over 12 nonths
(Section 226.580). This act increases the anpunt of tine to cure
a billboard violation from30 to 60 days and requires actual
notice of a violation before the Departnent of Transportation can
remove a sign.

The act provides that a cause of action nay
be brought against a person licensed to sell intoxicating |iquor
by the drink when it is proven by clear and convincing evi dence
that the seller knew or should have known that intoxicating
i quor was sold to a person under 21 or was knowingly served to a
vi sibly intoxicated person.

Being "visibly intoxicated" is when the person's inpairnent
is shown by significantly uncoordi nated physical action or
signi ficant physical dysfunction. A person's blood al coho
content will not constitute prina facie evidence to establish
"visible intoxication" but may be adnissible as rel evant
evi dence.

The person who becane intoxi cated may not sustain such a

If a seller demanded and the drivers license or officia
state or federal personal identification card appearing to be
genui ne whi ch showed that the m nor was at least 21, it will be
relevant in determning relative fault of the seller

No enpl oyer nay di scharge an enpl oyee for refusing service

I nsurance conpanies selling dramshop liability insurance
nmust report all costs associated with coverage to the Departnent
of Insurance. Rates will be governed by Section 379.889, RSM

SCS/ HB 1537 - This act provides for the value of an estate
to be offset by debt in determ ning whether the small estate
adm ni stration statutes apply.
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I ndependent investnent advisors are authorized to nake
i nvest ment decisions for endowed care funds, provided the anopunt
of principal in the fund exceeds $250, 000.

The act defines certain persons who are not considered to be
engaged in the trust business. Such persons nmust not advertise
or hold thensel ves out as a trust conpany.

This act is simlar to SB 742 (2002).

SCS/ HB 1548 - This act allows the continuation of a newborn
hearing screening fromone facility to the next. Currently,
Section 191.925, RSMb, requires health care facilities to perform
heari ng screeni ngs on newborns prior to discharging them This
act requires the continuation and conpletion of a hearing
screening at a different facility if the newborn is transferred.
The transferring facility nmust notify the receiving facility of
the need for conpletion of the screening.

This act is identical to SB 1244 (2002).

SCS/ HB 1568 - This act revises the nethod in which
reinsurance is allowed to be counted as an asset or deduction
fromliability. This act exenpts fromthe "vexatious refusal to
pay" statute any lawsuits arising out of a contract of
rei nsurance made by a cedi ng i nsurer agai nst an assuning insurer
This provision is simlar to the one contained in HB 1903 (2002)
(Section 375.246).

This act limts insurance conpanies' investnents in rea
estate. The value of such real estate purchased cannot exceed
20% of the insurance conpany's capital and surplus as shown by
its last annual statement. This provision is contained in SCS/ SB
1227 (2002) (Section 375.330).

Under this act, paynents made directly to an insured or
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other creditor shall not dimnish the reinsurer's obligation to
the insurer's estate except where the reinsurance contract
specifically provides for paynent to the nanmed insured, assignee
or nanmed beneficiary of the policy issued by the ceding insurer
in the event of the ceding insurer's insolvency or where the
assum ng insurer has directly assunmed the ceding insurer's policy
obligations (Section 375.1202).

Al'l ows business entities affiliated with insurers to be
qual i fi ed managers of investnent pools. This provision is
contai ned in SS/SCS/ SB 1009 (2002) (Section 376.311).

Modifies the law with respect to annuity contracts. Under
the provisions of this section, for any contract issued on or
after July 1, 2002, and before July 1, 2004, the interest rate
shall be 1.5% for determ ning m ni num nonforfeiture anounts
(Section 376.671 ).

This act nakes several changes to the long-termcare
insurance law. This act clarifies that the term"long-termcare
i nsurance" to include any insurance policy that neets the
requi renents of a "qualified |ong-termcare insurance contract",
as defined in Section 7702B of the Internal Revenue Code. This
act requires the issuer of a long-termcare contract to state
clearly inits enrollnment nmaterials whether the contract is
intended to be tax-qualified, pursuant to Section 7702B (Secti ons
376.951 - 376.1130).

This act requires the issuer to deliver the certificate of
insurance to the applicant no later than 30 days after the date
of approval. This act requires the long-termcare policy summary
to include a statenent that any long-termcare inflation
protection option that nay be required by the laws of Mssouri is
not avail abl e under the policy.

This act requires issuers to provide a witten explanation
for a denial of coverage within 60 days of receiving a witten
request for an explanation fromthe applicant. The issuer nust
provide all information directly related to the denial. This act
allows insurers to rescind long-termcare contracts upon a
showi ng of m srepresentation. The degree of nisrepresentation
that nust be proven will vary, depending on the length of tinme
the policy has been in effect (Section 376.1124). This act
prohibits a long-termcare contract to be field issued based on
nmedi cal or health status.

This act prohibits an insurer fromrecovering benefits paid

to the policyhol der when the issuer rescinds the policy. This
act requires insurers to offer a policy that includes a
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nonforfeiture benefit. |If that benefit is declined, the issuer
must then offer a contingent benefit upon | apse that will be
avail able for a specified period of tine followi ng a substantia
increase in premumrates. This act requires the Departnent of
I nsurance to pronul gate rules creating the standards for
nonforfeiture benefits, contingent benefits upon | apse, the
length of tinme these benefits nmust run, and the extent to which
prem ums may be increased

The Departnent of |nsurance nust al so promul gate rul es
regardi ng narketing practices, agent testing, penalties, and
reporting practices for long-termcare insurance. The |long-term
care provisions are simlar to those contained in HB 1701 and SB
1180 (2002).

This act nodifies the [ aw of investnments made by mutua
i nsurance conpani es. This provision allows stock and nutua
i nsurance conpanies to invest in any investnent in a Mssouri tax
credit or partnership interest which entitles the conpany to
receive Mssouri tax credits that may be used as a credit agai nst
the gross premiumtax (Section 379.080 ).

This sectionis simlar to SB 1019 (2002).

ACCOUNTANTS - This act contains provisions concerning the State

Board of Accountancy. The Board, at its discretion, may
prescribe by rule the terns and conditions for |icense
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re-exam nati on and re-examnation fees. This act allow tenporary
practice in this state by accountants from an outside state whose
work in this state is incidental to their regular representation
of aclient. This act allows the Board to act by rule in order
to permit licensed accountants to performcertain services on a
contingency fee basis (SECTIONS 326.256 - 326.292).

The hi gher conpetency requirenents for supervising attest
services are separated fromthe requirenents for supervising
review and conpil ation services by the act. The requirenent of a
peer review of an accountant's license is also linmted by the act
to accounting firns, as is the issuance of review and conpil ation
services. These sections are simlar to provisions contained in
HB 1689 and SB 896 (2002).

EXECUTI VE BOARD OF NURSING - This act alters the definition of
the "executive director" position of the State Board of Nursing
by striking the provision specifying that the Director nmust be a
regi stered professional nurse (SECTION 335.016). This section is
simlar to provisions contained in HB 1689 & HB 1706 (2002).

SCS/ HB 1634 - This act authorizes the state to make five
conveyances of state property controlled by the departnent of
natural resources, including a transfer of land in Jefferson
county.

This act nodifies provisions relating to land trusts in
Jackson, St. Charles and St. Louis counties. The act changes the
date by which actions to set aside a court administrator's or
sheriff's deed to within one year of the court administrator's
foreclosure sale. The court administrator or sheriff can coll ect
their deed fee at the tinme of the forecl osure sale.

The act al so nodifies the nenbership of land trusts, to
i ncl ude a nenber appointed by the county executive, if the county
has an executive. Land trusts are authorized to sell certain
tracts of vacant residential property to the owners of contiguous
property. The act provides budget requirenments and deadlines for
county governing bodies to object to land trust budgets and that
a failure to object constitutes approval. The approved budget
may only be anended with the consent of the county and city that
appoi nted nenbers.
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If there are insufficient funds available to pay the
sal aries and ot her expenses of the land trust, additional funds
may be requisitioned fromthe county and city not to exceed 25%
of the annual budget year without consent of the county and city.

Performance audits may be conducted by the State Auditor or
the Kansas City Auditor. Cost of perfornmance audits nust be paid
for by the land trust and nade available to the public within 30
days of conpletion.

The act nodifies the distribution of assets fromthe sal e of
any property in the trust to provide that the trust may be used
to pay salaries and ot her expenses of such trust. Any funds in
excess of those necessary to neet the expenses of the trust plus
a reasonable sumto carry over into the next fiscal year may be
paid to taxing authorities and tax bill owners.

The act al so nodifies provisions of lawrelated to
rehabilitation of historic properties in Kansas Cty. Currently,
not-for-profit organizations may seek tenporary possession of
abandoned property if organization intends to use the property
for low or noderate-incone housing. The act del etes that
requi renent. Under current |aw, the organization nmay petition
the court for an order conveying title after the expiration of
one year. The act provides that the organization may petition
the court for such an order after the rehabilitation work is
conpleted. The act allows the owner of the abandoned property to
seek restoration of the property prior to the conpletion of
rehabilitation work. The court then determ nes whether the owner

has the resources to conplete the rehabilitation work. If the
court determi nes that the owner does not have the resources, the
court shall not restore possession. |f the court determ nes that

the rehabilitation work is conplete or that the owner has the
resources to conplete the work, the court shall restore
possessi on and determ ne what conpensation is due to the
organi zati on.

Currently, organizations rmust file annual reports on the
progress of rehabilitation efforts. The act provides that the
organi zation nmust file quarterly reports.

This act revises the fees to be collected by certain county
collectors for all current and delinquent taxes collected as
conpensation for mailing the statenent and receipts. County
collectors in counties not having a township organi zation are
al so authorized to collect a certain percentage of fees for the
collection of taxes on behalf of the county. The act increases
the additional fee fromfive to seven percent for collection of
del i nquent and back taxes to be collected fromthe taxpayer in
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all counties except St. Louis, St. Charles and Jackson counties
and the City of St. Louis. A county collector can accept credit
cards as a formof paynent for taxes, but shall not add a
surcharge in excess of the actual fees charged by the credit card
bank.

In all counties except St. Louis, St. Charles and Jackson

and the Gty of St. Louis, the county shall establish a "Tax

Mai nt enance Fund". Two percent of the fee collected for
del i nquent and back taxes shall be deposited in the fund and
shal |l be used by the collector to fund additional costs and
expenses incurred by the county collector. The act provides
limts on the anpbunt of noney that can remain in the fund at the
end of each fiscal year. Any noney in excess of that limt shal
be transferred to the general revenue fund of the county.

A sinmilar "Tax M ntenance Fund" shall be created in third
and fourth class counties adopting a township organi zation that
have a county treasurer ex officio collector

This act allows for the conbi nation or separation of the
of fices of county circuit clerk and county recorder in third
cl ass counties, upon voter approval.

Portions of this act are simlar to HB 1634, HB 1795, SBs
1086 & 1126 and SB 1060(2002).

The
designated el ection authority shall announce the results of the
election and certify the cunulative returns to the city.

rule must be filed with the Joint Conmttee within ten days of
promul gati on.

CCS/ HCS/ HB 1711 - This act generates nunerous nodifications
to the state's education policy.

SECTI ON 82.293 - This section asserts that, absent explicit
statutory authority, the city of Lee's Summit shall not inpose a
surcharge nor any fee in order to conpensate a school district.

SECTI ON 108. 140 - This section allows school districts to
use bond proceeds in order to pay expenses relating to the bond
i ssuance.

SECTI ONS 160. 011, 160.051, 160.530, 161.092 and 166. 260 -
These sections allow public schools to establish famly literacy
prograns. Additionally, funding for fanmily literacy prograns is
added to the priority list of "statew de areas of critical need
for learning and devel opnent”. Further, famly literacy
personnel are nmade eligible to receive a portion of the funds
already all ocated to address said statewi de areas of critica
need for |earning and devel opnent. Also, these sections allow
| ocal boards of education to include fanily literacy programs in
the "child at-risk in education prograns" which utilize noneys
al ready distributed to school districts by neans of the state aid
formul a.

The act mandates that, starting in fiscal year 2005, a
portion of the state school aid appropriation shall be
distributed by the Departnment of El ementary and Secondary
Education (DESE) to establish and fund famly literacy programns
in school attendance centers declared acadenically deficient or
school districts declared unaccredited or provisionally
accredited. This anobunt shall be 1.5%of the total line 14
distribution. DESE will pronulgate rules for the distribution of
these famly literacy funds.

Additionally, the act requires the State Board of Education
to make an annual report to the General Assenbly and the Governor
concerning coordinati on with other agencies and departnments of
governnment that support family literacy prograns.

Further, this section asserts that the Board of Education

shal | grant provisional teaching certification to persons with a
valid teaching certificate fromanother state who neet certain
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criteria.

SECTI ON 160. 518 - This section expresses that the State
Board of Education shall identify or, if necessary, establish one
or nore devel opnental |y appropriate alternate assessnents for
students who recei ve speci al educational services. Any student
who receives special educational services shall be assessed by an
al ternate assessnment upon a determnation by the student's
i ndi vidualized education programteamthat such alternate
assessnent is nore appropriate to assess the student's know edge,
skills and conpetenci es than the current assessnent. The
alternative assessnent shall evaluate the student's independent
living skills and how well the student neets standards for
per sonal i ndependence.

SECTI ON 160. 720 - This section asserts that the Governor
wi Il recognize schools (as identified by DESE) that denonstrate
hi gh student achi evenent and desi gnate such institutions as
" perfornance' schools. Said performance schools (or districts)
will be eligible for waivers of certain adm nistrative rules that
result in a neaningful reduction in admnistrative burden

DESE will identify as 'priority' those schools, or schoo
districts, that are either: acadenically deficient;
unaccredi ted; provisionally accredited; or not neeting any of the
accreditation standards on student perfornmance based upon the
st at ewi de assessnent system In order to address these areas of
deficiency, the Board of Education of any priority schoo
district will submit an accountability conpliance statenment to
DESE on or before August 15 that: identifies and anal yzes areas
of deficiency in student performance by school, grade and
academ c content area; provides a conprehensive strategy for
addressi ng these areas of deficiency; assures disclosure of
deficiency areas in the school accountability report card; and
annual ly reviews the sections of the safe schools act that
pertain to school discipline and ensure that the schoo
district's policies are consistent with those sections. This act
allows the St. Louis city district, which has a desegregation
settl enent academ c inprovenent plan, to subnmit that plan for
review so that elenments that occur in the accountability
conpliance plan and t he desegregati on academ c i nprovenent plan
can be reviewed by DESE to prevent duplication of effort.

The conprehensive strategy for addressing the aforenmentioned
areas of deficiency will include: aligning curriculuns to
address areas of deficiency; focusing professional devel opnent
funds on the areas of greatest acadenic need; establishing schoo
accountability councils; developing a resource reallocation plan
for the district while considering the need to inplenent
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applicable strategies for the feeder schools of said priority
districts; and creating prograns to inprove teacher and

adm ni strator effectiveness. Further, the conprehensive
strategies will develop for any student who is not already

recei ving special education services (and is performng at the

| owest | evel of proficiency in any subject area under the

st at ewi de assessnent) an individual perfornmance plan in that

subj ect area which will: outline responsibilities for, and be
devel oped by, teachers in consultation with the child' s parents,
guardi an, or other adult responsible for the student's education
and require those students perforning at the | owest |evels of
proficiency in any subject area be provided with additiona
instruction tinme and for students in grade 9 to 11 to retake the
assessnent.

School districts shall include in any program for
i mprovenent of teacher and administrator effectiveness policies
that require participation in one of several professiona
devel opnent prograns listed in the act. One additional year of
i ntensi ve professional devel opnent assistance shall be offered to
teachers and administrators who do not conplete or nmake adequate
progress in said professional devel opnent activities. The act
exenpts certain individuals fromthis process.

Any resource reallocation plan nust include at |east one of
the following el enents: reduction in class size for areas of
academ ¢ concern; establishnment of full-day kindergarten or
preschool prograns; establishment of after-school, tutoring and
ot her prograns offering extended tine for |earning; enploynent of
national board-certified teachers or regional resource teachers,
along with appropriate salary enhancenents for such teachers;
establ i shment of prograns of teacher home visitation; or the
creation of "school within a school" prograns to achi eve small er
| earning comunities within priority schools.

The Departnent of El enentary and Secondary Education will
devel op a program of adm nistrator nentoring which focuses on the
needs of priority schools and priority school districts.

The Departnent of El enentary and Secondary Education will
wi thhold state funding to any district until that district
subm ts an accountability conpliance statenent.

SECTI ON 163.011 - This section contains nmodifications to
definitions affecting the state school funding forrmula. This
section adds a definition of "district equalized assessed
val uati on" which averages a district's assessed valuation from
the first and second preceding years. The act also nodifies the
definition of "guaranteed tax base" to include the average of the
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third and fourth precedi ng years, instead of basing the anount on
only the third precedi ng year

SECTI ON 163.036 - This section provides that a schoo
district (with at |east 10%of its assessed val uation owned by a
single property owner that is delinquent in property tax
paynents) nay request that the actual assessed val uation of the
year for which the taxes are delinquent be adjusted in the
calculation of state aid on line 2 of the basic fornula
calculation to conpensate for the assessed val uation of property
for which the current year's property tax is delinquent.

This provision is activated by the non-paynent of property
taxes by March 15 for taxes due the prior Decenber 31 for a
single property owner in a school district when conmrercial and/or
personal property assessed val uati on exceeds 10% of the tota
assessed val uation of the school district for the year in which
the taxes were due.

SECTI ON 168.400 - This section states that DESE shal
promul gate rules to allow all teacher education students who have
been enployed for at |east two years as teacher assistants to
utilize their teacher assistant experience to bypass the practice
t eachi ng eval uati on and observation process. These rules shal
allow the certified teacher working with the teacher assistant to
observe and eval uate said teacher assistant's practice teaching.

SECTI ON 170.014 - This section prescribes that all public
school s establish reading prograns in kindergarten thru grade
three based on scientific research. Such prograns shall include
the essential conponents of phonics awareness, phonics, fluency,
vocabul ary, and conprehension. Al new teachers who teach
reading in kindergarten thru grade three shall receive adequate
training in the aforenentioned areas. Such readi ng prograns may
i nclude explicit systematic phonics.

This act contains provisions simlar to: SCS/HB 1817
(2002); SB 783 (2002); SS/SCS/SB 1059 (2002); SB 1136 (2002); SB
1183 (2002); SB 1246 (2002); SB 1250 (2002) & SB 1256 (2002).

PUBLI C WATER DI STRICTS - The act allows a petition for the
formation of a public water supply district to becone final and
conclusive if signed by at least fifty owners of real property
wi thin the boundaries of the proposed district. Under current
law, the petition nmust have voter approval before becom ng fina
and conclusive. The act establishes petition publication
criteria including newspaper publication. This portionis
simlar to SCS/ HS/HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs 984 & 985
(2002).

WATERSHED DI STRI CTS (Section 278.258) - The act allows any
county that has not adopted an annual watershed district tax that
is within a watershed subdistrict to detach fromthe subdistrict.
Det achnment fromthe subdistrict nmust be approved by a najority of
the landowners in the county. The detachnent nust take place
before an annual tax is adopted. The watershed district trustees
nmust make arrangenents for the county to pay any outstanding
i ndebt edness for services or works of inprovenent before the
detachnent. Watershed district trustees nust certify the
separation with the recorder of deeds in each county in which the
subdistrict lies and with the State Soil and Water Conm ssion
This portion is identical to HB 2113 (2002) and simlar to
SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs 984 & 985 (2002).

SEVER COVPANI ES (Section 393.847) - The act specifies that
every nonprofit sewer conpany shall be supervised and regul ated
by DNR to the sane extent and in the sane manner as any ot her
nonprofit corporation who treats wastewater. This portion is
simlar to SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs 984 & 985
(TAT) (2002).

PRI MACY FEE (Section 640.100) - This act extends the
drinking water prinmacy fee to Septenber 1, 2007. This portion of
the act is simlar to CCS/ HS/ SS#2/SCS/ SBs 984 & 985 (TAT) and
SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 (2002) .

BURDEN OF PROOF (Section 640.825) - In all matters heard by
t he Environnental Hearing Conm ssion the burden of proof shall be
on DNR or the Conmission initially making the finding or
deci sion. However, in appeals involving the denial of a permt,
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license or registration, the burden of proof shall be on the
applicant. In any matter where someone other than the applicant
appeal s, the burden of proof shall be on that person. This
portion is simlar to provisions of SB 881, SS/ SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB
1962, SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 (2002), and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs 984 &
985 (TAT) (2002).

AQUACULTURE (Sections 644.016, 644.051, 644.052) - This act
revises provisions relating to water pernmitting for aquacul ture.
Aquacul ture is defined as the controlled propagation, growth, and
harvest of aquatic organi sns.

Prior to issuing a general permt or permit by rule the
Director of the Department of Natural Resources nust hold
neetings with permt holders, applicants and the public to
eval uate pollution inpacts of pollutants. After the neetings the
Director would draft the permt considering the comrents of the
neeting and post it for public comment. The Director must also
concurrently post an explanation with the draft permt which
shall identify types of facilities which are subject to the
permit. A hearing nmay be requested on the draft pernit.

After consideration of the conments the final permt would
be issued. The tinme between the request for the hearing and the
hearing date will not be cal culated for purposed of the tine
frames in which a permt nust be issued.

Unl ess requested by the facility, aquaculture facilities
will not be required to obtain site-specific permits but will
obtain general permits. However, facilities which materially
violate the conditions and requirenents of the general pernmt my
be required to obtain a site-specific permt. The fee for
aquaculture facilities is capped at $250. This portion is
simlar to SB 1072, SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs
984 & 985 (TAT)(2002).

CLEAN WATER COWM SSI ON (Section 644.036)- The act requires
the O ean Water Conmi ssion to adopt any listing required by
section 303(d) of the Clean Water Act to be pronul gated by rule
pursuant to chapter 536. This portion is simlar to
SS/ SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1962, SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs
984 & 985 (TAT) (2002).

BONDI NG FOR STORMWATER PRQIECTS ( Sections 644.578) -
644.580)- This act changes the date for authorizations for
bondi ng for water sewer and stormmater projects. Current |aw
aut hori zes the Board of Fund Conmi ssioners to issue bonds for
grants and | oans pursuant to several sections in Article Il of
the M ssouri Constitution which are adninistered by the C ean
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Water Conmission and relate to water, sewer and stornwater
projects. Current |law states the authorizations are in addition
to anmounts authorized prior to August 28, 2002. This act changes
the date to August 28, 2003. This portion is identical to SB
985, SCS/ HS/ HCS/ HB 1650 and CCS/ HS/ SS#2/ SCS/ SBs 984 & 985 ( TAT)
(2002).

APPROVED TECHNOLOG ES FOR SUBSURFACE SO L ABSORPTI ON
(Section 701.034) - This act allows the Departnment of Natura
Resources to approve alternative technol ogi es tested and approved
by a community college or other institution of higher education
for subsurface soil absorption systems. Criteria for approva
are specified.

METROPCLI TAN SEVER DI STRI CT (Section 1) - This act requires
any nmetropolitan sewer district to conduct a study to exam ne the
ef fects of privatization of the sewer district. The study nust
be commenced no later than June 1, 2003 and nust be conpl eted
prior to June 1, 2004.

LEVEE DI STRICT (Section 2) - This act allows any | evee
district in St. Charles County, who has an approved grant, to
request a wai ver of the conpetitive bidding process. The
provisions of this section will expire Decenber 31, 2002.

This act contains an energency cl ause.

HS/ HCS/ HB 1756 - This act nodifies testing of and rel ease of
records regarding certain sexually transmtted di seases.

Current |law prohibits the disclosure of an individual's HYV
infection status or test results, except to certain authorized
i ndividuals. This act adds prosecuting and circuit attorneys and
victins of sexual offenses. Any individual who has tested
positive or false positive for certain sexually transmtted
di seases (STD) nay request copies of test results relating to the
infections. Current |aw exenpts individuals fromliability for
rel easi ng such records to certain people. This act expands the
rel ease of records to victins of sexual offenses. The Depart nent
of Health and Senior Services will not be liable for disclosing
an the status of an H V-infected (human i nmunodefi ci ency virus)
person to sexual partners of that person. Records may al so be
di scl osed to defense attorneys by prosecuting or circuit
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attorneys. Individuals with HV who are aware of their status
must di scl ose such information to any health care professiona
providing treatnent (Section 191.656).

Current law requires every person delivered to the
Departrment of Corrections to undergo HIV testing and, if such
tests are positive, the Departnent nmay informthe victimof any
sexual offense. This act includes deviate sexual intercourse in
the definition of "sexual offense" (Section 191.659).

Currently, it is prohibited for any person infected with HV
to act in a reckless manner. This act expands the description of
reckl ess manner to include biting another person or purposely
causi ng anot her person to conme in contact with the nucous
menbranes or nonintact skin of the infected person. Current |aw
i nposes a Cass D felony on those violating the provisions of
this section. This act nodifies the penalty to a dass B fel ony,
unl ess the victimcontracts HV fromthe prohibited contact, in
whi ch case, the penalty will be a Cass A felony. Violation of
certain provisions will remain a Gass D felony. The Depart nment
nmust assi st |aw enforcenent officials and nay produce records
concerning an individual's H V-infected status, counseling
recei ved, and contact information for the partners of such person
(Section 191.677).

When sexual offenses are involved, a new section allows a
court to order testing for HV, hepatitis B and C, syphilis,
gonorrhea and chl anydia. The results nmust be rel eased to the
victimand to the prosecutor or circuit attorney. Such records
will be sealed (Section 566.135).

Current |aw prohibits the crinme of prostitution and inposes
a penalty of a Cass B msdeneanor. This act inposes a Cass B
felony if, before the act of prostitution, the person knew that
he or she was infected with H'V. The use of condons is not a
def ense and the court nmay not allow the defendant to change the
pl ea. The Judge may consi der successful conpletion of a drug or
al cohol treatnment program

This act revises the | anguage regarding the registration of
historic notor vehicles. Any person wishing to register a plate
which is over 25 years of age and is consistent with the year of
manuf acture of the notor vehicle, nmay register the plate as an
historic vehicle plate. The plate nust not contain a
configuration of letters or nunbers already issued to anot her
vehicl e owner. The owner of the historic vehicle nmust keep the
certificate of registration in the vehicle at all times. This
provision is simlar to one contained in SB 1093 (2002) (Section
301. 131).

This act revives the advisory conmittee on |license plates.
It allows the commttee to neet prior to April 1, 2003, to review
license plate design with a particular enphasis on public safety.

No fee or cost may be
charged for the filing of the foreign order

A court nay order a party to pay a reasonable anpbunt to the
other party for attorney's fees in actions seeking a protective
order. Current law allows the court to order a party to pay a
reasonabl e anobunt for the cost to the other party of nmaintaining
or defending the suit, as well as for attorney's fees.

The clerk of the court shall make the uniformforns adopted
by the suprene court available to petitioners.

This act authorizes pawnshops to report certain information
about pawnshop transactions to appropriate |aw enforcenent
authorities.

Any reporting pawnshop is required to submt
transaction information to the database w thin one busi ness day
of the transaction. Such reporting pawnshop nmust nake paper
copi es of transactions available to | aw enforcenent, upon
request.

Law
enforcenent nay then access the database in their investigation
of alleged property crines. Any person who fraudul ently accesses
t he dat abase shall be guilty of a Class Cfelony.

This act provides that a pawnbroker shall require fromthose
selling property proof of identification. |If a seller or pledger
fails to provide proof of identification, the pawnbroker shal
hold the property for thirty days and can then transfer the
property, provided the seller submtted a signed statenent
attesting he or she is the | egal owner and when and from whomt he
property was acquired. A claimant whose property was
nm sappropriated may demand return of the property and nust
provide witten demand for its return, a copy of the police
stol en property report containing a particularized description or
applicabl e serial nunber and an affidavit wherein clai mant
asserts |l egal ownership, describes the property, agrees to
cooperate with law enforcenent in any prosecution relating to the
theft and states the property was taken without claimnt's
consent. |If such demand is made, the pawnbroker shall return the
property to claimant, in the presence of a police officer, within
seven days. However, if the pawnbroker has reason to believe any
of the statenents in the affidavit are false, the pawnbroker need
not return the property and claimant nmay seek relief in court.
The non-prevailing party shall be responsible for court costs and
the prevailing party's attorney fees. Conversely, if the
pawnbr oker returns the property but |ater discovers infornmation
contained in the affidavit was false, or that clainmant did not
assist police in the prosecution of the theft, the pawnbroker nay
file suit for the value of the property and the non-prevailing
party shall be responsible for court costs and the prevailing
party's attorney fees.

obt ai ni ng public assistance.

O fenses in which the value of property or services is an
el ement (stealing) is a Class Cfelony if the value is $500 to
$25,000. If the value is $25,000 or nore, the offense is a d ass
B fel ony.

A person who has pleaded guilty or been found guilty on two
separate occasions of a stealing-related offense within ten years
of the present offense, and where the person received and served
a sentence of ten days or nore on such previous offense, is
guilty of a Class Cfelony if he pleads guilty or is found guilty
on the present offense.

In addition to handling costs collected fromissuers of bad
checks, the prosecuting attorney or circuit attorney shal
coll ect an additional $1 per check for deposit into the M ssour
Ofice of Prosecution Services Fund.

This act is simlar to HCS/ SCS/ SBs 662 & 704.

Section 178.870, RSMb, which sets community coll ege property tax
rates.

Further, this act adds a provision allow ng the
establ i shment of community col | ege capital inprovenent
subdi stricts for the purpose of capital projects. The board of
trustees of such a district nmay propose an annual rate of
taxation for the sole purpose of funding capital projects. The
act provides a format for which the proposals shall be submtted
to the voters of the district. A majority vote is necessary for
the levy and collection of property taxes within the subdistrict.
If a tax has been not been approved within a five year period
fromthe establishnent of a community col | ege capital inprovenent
subdi strict, such subdistrict shall be dissolved.

SS/HB 2023 - This act aspires to align the special education
policy of the state with the provisions set forth in the federa
Individuals with Disabilities Education Act. The definitions of
"Handi capped Children" and "Special Educational Services" are
altered by renoving references to the maxi m zation of such
students' capacities and capabilities.

This act nodifies the due process hearing rights for parents
of a child with an individual education plan. Current |aw allows
such parents to request an expedited hearing to contest the
di sciplinary placenent of the child to a provisional alternative
setting or to challenge a mani festation determ nation connected
with a disciplinary action involving an interim placenent for
weapons, drugs, or if the child poses a danger to other students
or to himherself. An educational agency may al so request such a
hearing to seek placenent of a violent or dangerous student.

The act substitutes the specific reasons for the
di sciplinary placenent with | anguage that permits a parent to
request a hearing on any disciplinary change of placenent.
Further, the act revises the appeal procedure for the hearing
panel decision, which currently pernits appeal s pursuant to the
admi nistrative procedures |laws. |Instead, the act specifies that
a court will hear the case without a jury upon the record filed
as the resolution conference statutes provide and limts the
court's reviewto a deternination of whether the agency's action
violates the constitution; is nmade upon unl awful procedures; is
arbitrary, capricious, or unreasonable; or involves an abuse of
di scretion.
